New York, February 28.—The so- 
viet government of Russia, under 
its code of iabor laws recently pub- 
lished has imposed upon labor a 


state of tyranny and serfdom with- 
out parallel in the history of last 
century, according to en analysis 
of the code made public by William 
C. Redfield, president of the Ameri- 
can-Russian Chamber of Commerce 
and former secretary of commerce. 
Ostensibly, Mr. Redfield declared. 
publication of the code is a form of 
Propaganda but careful reading 
will be sufficient to disillusion 
Amertcan werkmen that the soviet 
government is a working man’s 


subject to compulsory labor. All 
laborers are divided into categories 
by the authorities and are subject 
to wage scales and-labor conditions 
laid down by them.

entered every payment he reéeives, 
the hours he works or is absent, 
the group and category to which he 
has been assigned by the valuation 
commission and every other detail 
of his life and activity.

the world was relinquished when 
the country “lost itg nerve,” said 
Secretary Baker at a luncheon today 


of the Brooklyn Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

“We made reservations until the 
moral leadership passed,” he de- 
clared. “ Reservationists have no 
aense of proportion. They forget they 
are dealing with the fate of man- 
kind. Our adhesion to the league of 
nations is what will save the world. 

“On. March 4, 1921,” Mr. Baker 
continued, “I expect to be inaugu- 
rated—in private life—and what I 
say is said as one who is leaving 
public life.” 

The secretary said while he had 
no complaint to make of committees 
investigating war expenditures, “it 
would not be wise to take too seri- 
ously some of the things emanating 
from thatsource.” 

“When they assault the reputation 
of men who have faithfully served 
the republic, I am forced to hope 
that the grateful sense of Americans 
will prevent these shafts, aimed by 
malice, from injurying anyone,” he 
declared. “I have in mind John D. 
Ryan, who worked so faithfully for 
the Red Cross, and who later was 
director of aircraft production. I 
cannot speak too highly of Mr. 
Ryan.” 

Mr. Baker said the war depart-

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ALCOHOLIC MEDICINE 
SEIZED IN CHICAGO 


February 28.—Two car- 
loads of patent medicine, said to 
contain 55 per cent alcohol, were 
seized today by federal authorities 
on warrants issued by United States 
District Attorney Charles F. Clyne. 

The medicine is said to have been 
shipped here by a Detroit manu- 
facturer and sold for beverage pur- 
poses. The alcohol in the medicine 
has been filtered out and used for 
mixing with other liquids in the 
homes of the patrons of drug stores, 
deputy revenue collectors reported. 

The medicthe has been sold exten- 
sively in many drug stores at 75

_PLEABY HOOVER 


~FOR AGRIGULTURE 


He Says Farming Must 
Be Developed to Keep 
Pace With Other Indus- 
tries, and Be Made At- 
tractive. 


| Chicago, February 28.—Develop- 
ment of agriculture to keep pace 
, with the development of industry 
\is one of the greatest reconstruc- 
tion problems facing the country. 
Herbert Hoover declared here to- 
night in an address before the 
Western Society of Engineers. In- 
dustries are drawing workers from 
the farms, he pointed out, and if 
we should develop our exports of 
industries during the next five years 
as rapidly as we have during the 
last five years, we shall by .that 
' time be faced with the necessity of 
importing foodstuffs. 

Problem More Than Economic. 

The problem is more than an eco- 
nomic one, he asserted, because from 
dependence on overseas supplies for 
food we will be concerned about 
their safety and find ourselves dis- 
cussing the domination of the seas. 
Our international regulations will 
become more difficult, he said, and 
unless the league of nations serves 
its ideal, we will need to burden 
ourselves with more taxation, main- 
tain great military and naval forces 
and imperil the development of ruo 
national life, which “rests in the 
spirit of our farms and surrounds 
our villages.” 

Great as is the need for construc- 
tive thought and action in regard 
to the weakness of our industrial 
relations, he said, “the need for 
similar thought and activity is still 
greater with regard to agriculture. 
The agricultural industry, he ex- 
plained, must be made economically 
attractive. This can be accomplish- 
ed, he declared, by remedying: the 


defects in our transportation and 
distribution systems.” 

Measures which he advocated to 
bring this about include the devel- 
opment of the waterways from the 
Great Lakes to the Atlantic, replace- 
ment of “special control” of refrig- 
erator cars, stockyards and eleva- 
tors by “conservative public serv- 
ice;” government regulation of the 
“overswollen units” of the produce 
business to provide free competi- 
tion; co-operative marketing; re- 
duction in inflation, which he be- 
lieves will lessen the excessive num- 


tribution; standardization of prod- 
ucts; exhaustive investigation “into 
our great national boards of trade, 
with a view to extending their legit- 
imate functions or preventing their 
abuse,” and development of me- 
chanical agricultural equipment. 
Development of Waterways: 
Mr. Hoover expressed the belief 
that the development of the Great 
Lakes waterways would remove a 
considerable portion of the peak 
load on the trunk line railways 
during the crop movement season 
when the shortage of cars causes 
increased prices, and find empioy- 
ment for the great mercantile fleet 
whien we have created if the devel- 
opment was carried out. He esti- 


portation of grain would be five or 
six cents a bushel. 

When concerns engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of produce 
reach such dimensions that they 
“can influence prices or dominate 
public affairs either with delibera- 
tion or innocence,” he said, they 
should be placed under regulation 
and restraint. Mr. Hoover declared 
that he was opposed to govern- 
ment ownership and expressed the 
belief that the test to be applied 
to determine whether regulation 
was necessary should be “not the 
size of the institution or the vol- 
ume of capital that it employs, but 
the proportion of the commodity 
that it controls in its operations.” 

Calling attention to credit infla- 
tion, he declared that “if we have a 
wise and steady reduction in infla- 
tion it will be a skilful dealer who 
escapes a reduction in the scale of 
profits.” This deflation, he ex- 
plained, should be made progres- 
sively and with care in order that 
there shall be no sudden breaks 
with their resulting demoralization, 
unemployment and misery. 

On behalf of several engineering 
societies the Washington award was 
presented tonight to Mr. Hoover for 
conspicuous services as federal food 
administration and director of Euro- 
pean relief. 

Mr. Hoover is the first recipient of 
the award, which was founded in 
1916 by John W. Alvord, a member 
of the Western Society of Engineers. 
to be presented to the engineer who 
“best uses his professional skill and 
administrative attainments in the 
promotion of the public welfare.”

Senator Brandegee, republican, of 
Connecticut, joining in the debate 
on the Adriatic question, said “the 
league of nations is fulminating 
over there and our allies and their 
associa‘es have come to a little dif- 
ference of opinion.” 

“And all the papers,” he continued, 
“are filled with the remarks of 
Lloyd-George and Millerand and our 
president—as is—about agreements 
broken, bad faith displayed and 
everything else, just when the pres- 
ident has been assuring us that a 
new day has dawned and nations of 
the world are no longer justified in 
viewing each other with suspicion, 
vecause they have come to be moved 
exclusively by philanthropy, char- 
ity pure altruism, and the like, not 
to mention Egypt, Persia and Syria. 

“Well, They Wheezed.”’ 

“His note says they ‘have raised 
the question whether the American 
government’—that’s him—can at any 
time co-operate with European na- 
tions for the peace of the world.’

Thomas Fears War. 


Senator Thomas, democrat, of Col- 
orado, another of the irreconcilables, 
said if the Adriatic tangle were to 
be taken as an illustration of the 
operation of the league, “harmony 
will be obtained only at the expense 
of American popularity.” 

“In the event that an agreement 
is impossible,” he continued, “as I 
fear is the situation, the result is 
obvious and war again will make its 
appearance between two great na- 
tions.”’ 

He suggested that the United 
States might be drawn into such a 
war unless it “refused to maintain 
its position by armed force.” 

He said the United States would 
be called upon to arbitrate all simi- 
lar controversies and that in time 
would lose the friendship of all 
of Europe by being forced to de- 
cide for one nation and against 
another. The senator said that the 
Adriatic controversy was assuming 
such a threatening aspect that war 
appeared inevitable, as he did not 
believe a solution were possible. 
Mr. Thomas declared the Tnited 
States would be on the side of the 
Jugo-Slavs, with Great Britain and 
France supporting Italy. He said 
the camouflage of diplomatic lan- 
guage was so thin in the Adriatic 
notes between President Wilson and 
the allies as to fail to conceal a 
truly unfriendly spirit. 


WILSON IS PRAISED 
BY LONDON TIMES. 


London, February 28.—Corre- 
spondence between the allied pre- 
miers and President Wilson relative 
to the Adriatic settlement is given 
much prominence in this morning’s 
London newspapers, but several re- 
frain from commenting on the situ- 
ation. 

“Soends theattempt of Premiers 
Lloyd-George and Clemenceau to co- 
erce the Jugo-Slavs,” says The 
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Times, which throughout has sup- 
ported President Wilson. “Neither 
of them has reason to be proud of 
his effort to bully this small people, 
which Mr. Wilson has virtually 
forced them to drop.” 

Mr. Lloyd-George and M. Millerand 
are credited by The Express with 
“frank sincerity” in conceding Mr, 
Wilson’s point, and the newspaper 
thinks “the best people and the best 
guarantee of peace lies in Italy and 
Jugo-Slavia reaching a settlement 
by mutual agreement.” 

The Chronicle sharply scores 
President Wilson and deelares his 
original note was scarcely less tan 
“violence.” 

NEW PLAN OPPOSED 
BY ITALIAN EDITOR. 

Rome, February 28.—Resumption 
of direct negotiations between Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia concerning the 
Adriatic question is strongly con- 
demned by The Giornale d'Italia, 
which says:

Following an investigation which 
he had made in response to a re- 
quest from W. T. Anderson, editor 
of The Macon Telegraph, of a new 
method of treating the deaf, invent- 
ed by Dr. M. M, Stapler, of Macon. 
which Dr. Stapler has offered to 
the médical profession, Governor 
Dorsey has directed that the author- 
ities at the state school for the deaf, 
at Cave Spring, give it a trial. 

The governor Saturday made 
public a statement of what he had 
done, together with reports on Dr. 
Stapler’s method by competent au- 
thorities. His statement follows: 

Governor’s Statement. 

“Some months ago, Mr. W. T..An- 
derson, of The Macon Telegraph, re- 
quested me to ask the authorities 
of the deaf-mute institute at Cave 
Spring, Ga., to make an investiga- 
tion of the methods used by Dr. M. 
M. Stapler in the treatment of deaf- 
mutes. In making this request, he 
presented the resolution of the Bibb 
County Medical society, as passed 
September 2, 1919, copy of which is 
attached. 

“My attention also was called to 
report made by Drs. T. E. Oertel., 
Alex W. Stirling and A. W. Calhoun 
to the Macon Medical society, on 
April 7, 1905, 

“In view of the representations 
made to me—and especially in view 
of the- resolution adopted by the 
Bibb County Medical society, and 
the report of Drs. Oertel, Stirling 
and Calhoun, recommending that a 
committee be appointed to receive, 
two years after their report, Dr. 
Stapler’s report of cases which he 
had treated—I asked the authorities 
of the State School for the Deaf 
and Dumb at Cave Spring to meet 
with the doctors whose report is 
hereto attacaed and make further 
investigation into Dr. Stapler’s 
method.” 

Report to Governor. 

Following is the report made to 
the governor by the medical com- 
mission he appointed to investigate 
Dr. Stapler’s method: 

“Hon. Hugh M. Dorsey, Governor 
of Georgia. 

“We, the commission appointed 
by you to investigate the merits ot 
a system of treatment for deaf 
mutes, in order to determine the ada- 
visability of using same in the 
school for the deaf, hereby submit 
our report. 

“Our investigation of the appa- 
ratus submitted shows that it is a 
modification of a well-known and 
universally used method of treat- 
on for certain middle ear disor- 
ers. 

“The apparatus, in our opinion, 
can be of absolutely no use in the 
treatment of inner ear deafness, nor 
do we feel justified in recommend 
ing it as being in any sense superior 
to other methods of treatment for 
middle ear deafness. 

“The originator of this 
and the aurist of the schoo! for the 
deaf, have agreed to jointly treat 
a series of cases in that institution, 
to compare results and ascertain if 
this proposed method possesses any | 
advantages or disadvantages as fe- 
lates to other methods at present in 
use.

as well, 

In the judgment

could be had by one who was fol- 
lowing rather closely the move- 
ments of the president as a public 
man, the present condition of Mr. 
Wilson's health began not on the 
date of his seizure in September, but 
aimost a year before. The president 
really came to a crisis in his health 
in October and November of 1915. 
During the war he had formulated 
and had given expression to what 
are unquestionably the best state 
papers that came from any person 
in connection with the conflict. The 
power of thought and the ability 
in exprcssion which enabled him to 
excel every other living statesman 
remained with him up to almost the 
very day of the armistice. He was 
at no time in better form than dur- 
ingg the month of October, when he 
was called upon to conduct the cor- 
respondence with Germany which 
led up to the armistice. That was 
a& piece of work involving the great- 
est delicacy and the highest re- 
aeponsibility; and it was done 
not merely adequate skill, but 
traordinary skill. 

But at that very moment several 
things happened: which reduced his 
elevation—reduced it to such a de- 
gree that the conduct of that coffe- 
spondence with Germany in October, 
1918, atands as a climax of his ca- 
reer, and everything since has been 
anti-climax. 

(hance Due to Many Causes. 

The things which brought about 
the change were these: In the first 
piace, there was the ending of the 
War, bringing with it for President 
Wilson that cessation of strain 
Which tn Itself frequently causes 
the commonly observed phenome- 
mon of exhaustion coming at the 
end of supreme effort. That alone 
might well have been enough to ac- 
count for a physical and nervous 
let-down, necessarily accompanied 
by a lessened quality of intellectual 
product. But to this cause was 
added another, and, later on, still 
others—many others.

'cause in Burope it is customary for

And in Europe, when the head of a 
| government asks for a vote of con- 
'fidence and gets an adverse result 
‘jt is the invarable rule for that 
i government head to resign and step 
| out The fact is that Europeans 
i'were not able to understand why 
Mr. Wilson did not resign on this 
‘occasion. Europe is not familiar 
with our American system of hold- 
ing elections at fixed times and 
supposed the incident Was a case 
‘like one of their own. (During the 
peace conference, according to the 
inner gossip of the Qual d'Orsay, 
Mr. Lloyd-George and M, Clemen- 
ceau used to allude to this episode 
‘occasionally with marked pointed- 
ness. “We,” they used to say, 
i“‘when the war ended, asked out 
leountries for votes of confidence, 
and we were given them over- 
whelmingly; but when Mr. Wilson 
asked his country for a vote of con- 
fidence he did not get it: neverthe- 
less he comes over here and pre- 
sumes to dictate to us.) 

Was Europe’s “Miracle Man.” 


It is certain that this episode of 
the congressional elections of No- 
‘vember, 1918, was a heavier blow to 
i'Mr. Wilson's pride than the public 
generally understood. He gave evi- 
‘dence of both anger and depression; 
lin fact, if one may be permitted to 
| make guesses in a field which 
necessarily is restricted to Mr. Wil- 
ison’s inner consciousness, one might 
i'deduce that his determination, 
iwhich was such .a striking depar- 
lture from all precedent and which 
| created such a furore at the time— 
ihis sudden and sensational determi- 
nation to go to Paris himself as one 
b- the delegates to the peace con- 
gress—was in the nature of a reac- 
tion from the depression which had 
been caused partly by the nervous 
let-down incident to the ending of 
the war and partly by the sensitive- 
ness he had about the rebuke and 
resentment visited upon him by his 
own country. 

It is not an infrequent Incident of 
such a condition to want to get 
iaway from the scene of the dis- 
agreeable. And the position which 
he had in Europe at that time held 
out abundant hope of the change in 
spirit which might be expected to 
follow a change in scene. From the 
point of view of Europe he was at 
the pinnacle of the world. A large 
part of Europe looked upon him as 
almost a miracle man. Not only 
was he great himself, but he was 
the commander-in-chief of the 
American army, Which had turned 
the tide toward victory. Europe was 
ready to cover him with flowers. 

If it occurred to Mr. Wilson, sunk 

the depression following the ré- 
buke that America had given him, 
that Kurope would be a marked 
change of scene, that it might bea 
icurative experience jo see and feel 
‘and taste the adulatfn that Europe 
was ready to give him; if his de- 
termination to go to Europe was 
based largely on the wish to get 
that refreshment of spirits which he 
knew he could find there—that 
would be In accord with some of the 
most primitive laws of human na- 
ture. 

Called “Secret Vice of Vanity.” 


As it utrned out, it may be that 
ithe change from the depression of 
‘America to the exaltation of Europe 
was a littie too violent and too ex- 
i'treme to have a curative effect: it 
may be that the violence of the 
icontrast made a bad matter worse. 

During the first weeks of Mr. 
Wilsons presence in Europe his re- 
j action from depression reached a 
point that was almost excessive, al- 
'most what the French speak of as 
\‘exaltte.”” It was during those first 
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weeks that he made his visits to the 
royal, or otherwise official persons 
of Great Britain, France and Italy. 
If his response or reaction to the 
private adulation and public ap- 
plause which were heaped upon him 
at that time seemed to those who 
observed it a little excessive for a 
man of his ordinarily augtere self. 
restraint, it was, nevertheless, ex- 
cusable. 

Unfriendly critics of the president 
at the time and since have alluded 
to it as an uncovering of “the secret 
vice of vanity,” but it would be 


applause, which might have passed 
unnoticed on the part of another 
man, Was conspicuous in a man or- 
dinarily so austere as Mr. Wilson. 
Other men could throw kisses to the 
Italian crowds, or beat time to the 
music with their fingers, or wildly 
wave a silk hat in one hand and a 
handkerchief in the other in re- 
sponse to a highly emotional crowd, 
without exciting comment. When 
Mr. Wilson did it, it seemed un- 
usual and awkward. 

But it should be said in extenua- 
tion that the occasion was unusual. 
The reception that President Wilson 
got in Italy was probably never ex- 
celled even’in that country’s history 
of exeraordinary fetes. In Rome and 
Turin tens of thousands of Italians 
up to fifty or sixty spent the last 
limit of their exuberant energy in 
cheering the president of the 
American republic. (He lost this 
frenzied favor of the Italian crowds, 
as he lost so many other things 
later on.) 

Then Followed Disappointments, 

At the time of the Italian visit a 
story was told among some of the 
irreverent American observers, one 
of those stories which never really 
happened, but which often illustrate 
the spirit of an occasion more truly 
than literal history. The story was 
of one Italian meeting another on 
the streets in Rome and saying to 
the other, “Have you heard the 
news?” the other’ replying, “No, 
what is the news?” The first said, 
“Why, the pope is very sick,” and 
the story ends with the second Ital- 
ian remarking in a spirit of sober 
reflection, “Well, hope the pope gets 
better very soon; it would be a very 
great pity for the pope to die just 
now; it would be risky for that 
office to become vacant just now, 
for it would be just like that man 
Wilson to appoint a Protestant.” 

If Mr. Wilson seemed unduly ex- 
alted during those early weeks of 
triumphal visiting, his experience 
the moment the peace conference 
began was one of repeated accele- 
rated submersion, first in disap- 
pointment and then in humiliation. 
He had gone to Paris fully believ- 
ing that he would be back in Ameri- 
cas with everything finished, so far 
as he was concerned, in six weeks. 

He had gone supposing not that 
he was going to become involved in 
a prolonged series of difficult and 
acrimonious negotiations with a lit- 
tle group of three to five strong 
men; but picturing himself as about 
to have, with regard to the peace 
conference, something of the role 
that he was accustomed to with re- 
gard to congress in Washington. He 
had gone to Paris confident of his 
personal power and taking it fully 
for granted that his fourteen points 
were the law and the gospel. He had 
‘not been in the actual peace confer- 
ence forty-eight hours before the 
first one of his fourteen points had 
been thrown overboard, and the 
throwing overboard of that one im- 
paired the integrity of all the oth- 
ers. It was the beginning of a long 
and cumulative series of disappoint- 
ments and humiliations. 

Picked Wrong Men for Commission. 


The story is too long and complex 
to tell here. Nor is there space 
here to make just or adequate dis- 
tinctions between the things that 
were Mr. Wilson's own mistakes 
and the things that were his mis- 
fortunes—the things that were wil- 
ful in him and the things which 
were inherent in the situation, 
which baffled and defeated him be- 
cause he could not foresee them or 
provide against them. 

Undoubtedly the one worst thing 
that happened must be classified his 
own mistake. That was his failure 
in selecting the members of the 
peace commission to recognize the 
senate, his failure to recognize the 
republican party, his failure to in- 
clude in it the strongest men in 
America, men like Elihu Root, for 
example. I have discussed this point 
with Mr. Wilson’s closest friends 
and advisers and I have never heard 
one man who did not regret Mr. 
Wilson's course on this point. 

However, there is not space here 
to make just valuations and dis- 
tinctions between Mr. Wilson’s mis- 
takes and his misfortunes. That the 
joint result of both had a bad effect 
on his health is a fact thaterevery- 
body who saw him 
fully aware of. One who was in 
timate capacity 
again to his health: “A slight hol- 
lowness of the cheeks emphasized 
the extraordinary size and luminosi- 
ty of his eyes.” And again, Mr. 
Baker writes: “More than once, go- 
ing up 
president, I found him looking ut-

Lines of Abnormal Fatigue.

He describes this fatigue as 
the wounds of a warrior, but the 
truth is it soon came to a point 
where the lines deepening in the 
president's face were not “fighting 
llines,” as Mr. Baker describes them, 
but were the lines of abnormal and 
‘dangerous fatigue.

| One effect of this state of ex- 
| treme fatigue is to destroy the 
|} guards which a man has built up in 
idefense of his own defects and 
|weaknesses. And the things which 
ihave caused Mr. Wilson's pathetic 
| decline in prestige during the past 
/year have been merely faults that 
iwere always in his temperament, 
inow accentuated by fatigue. 

All of this is not to justify Presi- 
ident Wilson—at least it is not to 


justify him too much. He Is one of | 


those men in whom fatigue em- 
phasizes the qualities that are usual 
in him, and the present state of. Mr. 
Wilson's health expresses itself ina 
constantli¥ more 
of his own self-righteousness. 
the process of “coming back” must 
‘involves as its first step the recogc- 
nition of this same fault of exces- 
sive self-righteousness, and 
abaneonment of it. 

A Beek ef Introspection. 


| Mr. Wilsen knows all about nerv- 
ous breakdowns.

George W. Hanson, president of 
the Hanson Moto rcompany, who 
was reported critically ill Friday 
night and Saturday, and whom ru- 
mor stated was at the point of 
death, was much improved last 
night, according to Dr. J. H. Cromer 
and Drs.

The effort of the prosecution to- 
day was directed toward establish- 
ing the authenticity of Fletcher’s 
signature on state payroll vouchers, 
in order that they might be com- 
pared by Francis B. Courtney with 
handwritine on petitions nominat- 
ing James W. Helme as a rival of 
Henry Ford in the 1918 democratic 
primary. 

Morris D. Kirby, chief clerk of the 
State labor department ‘since 1908, 
said he sometimes signed the pay- 
rolis in the commissioner’s name or 
in the deputy’s name. He could not 
say it was Fletcher’s signature on 
the vouchers and added that he had 
never: seen Fletcher sign his name 
in the time he had been connected 
with the labor commissioner. When 
counsel for the government excused 
him Judge Sessions intervened: 

“I want you to go back to Lansing 
and send some one here who knows 
that signature,” he said. “I have 
grave doubts as to your testimony 
oll that sort of thing does not go 

ere.’ 

Daniel’C. Cody, a Bay City bank 
employee, said he brought Fetcher’s 
signature card from the files of the 
Farmers State Savings bank. He was 
shown the signatures, which Kirby 
could not recognize, and affirmed 
they were those of Fletcher.

Dry Act Will Be Prose-| 
cuted to Limit, Regard-. 
less of Any State Laws) 
Favoring Booze. | 


Washington, February 28,-—All | 
persons found violating the federal | 
prohibition enforcement act will | 
be proceeded against to the “limit | 
of the law” Irrespective of any state | 
Statutes legalizing the sale of | 
liquors, it was announced today by | 
Commissioner Roper, of the internal | 
revenue bureau. 

Mr. Roper’s ruling resulted from | 
the bill now pending before the 
New Jersey legislature legalizing 
the sale and manufacture of beer 
containing 34% per cent of alcohol. 

“The bureau of internal revenue 
is charged with the enforcement 
of the national prohibition act,” he 
said, “It definitely prohibits the 
manufacture and sale for bever- 
age purposes of all liquors contain- 
ing one-half per cent or more of 
alcohol by volume. This being the 
case, the manufacture and sale of 
3% per cent beer, which is per- 
mitted by the bill In the New Jer- 
sey legislature, is in direct viola- 
tion of the federal statute. All 


persons, therefore, who are found 
wuilty of this violation of the fed- | 
eral statute will be proceeded | 
against to the limit of the law.” |

What Strike Order Says. 

“Owing to the attack by the 
Paris, Lyons and Mediterranean 


railroad company on the exercise 
of union rights,” the strike order 
begins, “the railroaders of that sys- 
tem and of the Paris region, in- 
fluenced by solidarity and dignity, 
have begun a movement of protest 
Which is spreading hourly.” 

“The executive committee of the 
federation,” the order continues, 
“after exhausting all means of con- 
ciliation and meeting with an ob- 
Stinate and uncompromising spirit 
on the part of the management of 
the Paris, Lyons and Mediterra- 
nean railroad, the minister of pub- 
lie works and the premier, as re- 
gards obtaining a suspension of 
punishments while awaiting arbi- 
tration of incidents, has decided to 
call for the cessation of work on 
atl systems.” 

The order advises that greatest 
calm be preserved, that all provo- 
cation be avoided, that all meas- 
ures be taken to secure safety and 
that no damage be done. 

To Feed Paris. 

At a ministerial conference this 
morning to consider the strike sit- 
uation, especially with regard to 
the Mpa ny | of Paris, it was de- 
cided perishable goods must not be 
allowed to remain in railway sta- 
tions, owing to the danger of the 
foodstuffs spoiling. 

Arrangements will be made to sell 
these goods immediately, those re- 
maining unsold being distributed 
without charge.

Wilson Divides Powers 
of Administration Be- 
tween Director Hines 
and Commission of Four. 


Washington, February 
cident with the signing of the rail- 


road bill tonight, President Wilson 
issued executive orders providing 
for continuation of the powers of 
the fuei administration, but divid- 
ing them’ between the director gen- 
eral of railroads and a commission 
of four. Director General Hines 
will retain jurisdiction over domes- 
tic distribution, while the commis- 
sion will handle bunker and export 
coal matters. 

The commission will be composed 
of A. W. Howe, Rembrant Peale, F. 
M. Whittaker and J. F. Fisher. It 
will function through the tidewater 
caol exchange, which is restored for 
that prpose, having been suspended 
before the resignation of Dr. Gar- 
field as fuel administrator. 

The order creating the commis- 
sion is effective until April 30 next. 

The order siad the action was 
taken “because of the present emer- 
gency and in order to insure an 
adequate supply and equitable dis- 


jtribution, and to facilitate the move-

Atlanta does not offer the cultural 
or educational advantdges that they 
seek. 

The enrollment in the four schools 
of Atlanta is: Boys’ High, 510: Girls’ 
High, 952; Commercial Bigh, 9:3; 
Technological High, 971, giving a 
total of 3,411. Of this number there 
were 2,555.papers returned to cham- 
ber of commerce headquarters with 
the questions answered. 

The slight inroad made on the 
School attedaonce by the influenza 
and other more or less ever-preva- 
lent causes rendered it impossible to 
make the survey more complete, but 
large percentage of replies received 
gives a practically incontrovertible 
consensus of-the opinion of Atlanta 
high school students. 

In the question, “What vocation 
do you expect to pursue?’ the 
chamber of commerce was cognizant 
of the fact that the idea of a voca- 
tion entertained today by a bow or 
girl may be vastly different from 
the idea they will have when the 
time comes for the beginning of 
their actual work in the community. 
The answers, despite that, are in- 
teresting and valuable, because of 
their indication® of youthful ambi- 
tion. It is also believed that they 
will be of value to the school au- 
thorities, whose task it is to map 
aut the plans for their instruction. 

Twelve hundred and fifty-five of 
the papers returned from the Com- 
mercial and Technological high 
schools have been analyzed in the 
chamber of commerce with reference 
to the question asked regarding in- 
tended vocations. From the girls in 
the Commercial High there were 575 
which were definite and 126 from 
the boys in the school which were 
definite, the other 554 being from 
the Te “nological High. 


404 to Be Stenographers. 


The interesting figures from the 
Commercial High show that. ex- 
cluding the 43 girls who have not 
decided, 532 girls have fixed their 
minds on 29 Vocations. Four hun- 
dred and four of.the 532 are roing 
to be stenographers, while there 
are only 11 who intend to become 
school teachers. Among the boys 
there is the normal variance of 
ideas, with the number of future 
traveling salesman large. and ten 


boys express intentions of compet-- 


ing with the 404 girls as stenogra- 
phers. 

Forty-two vocations are included 
in the list .from the “Tech High. 
There are 123 who intend to be 
electrical engineers, 76 who desire 
to become civil engineers, 68 who 
want to be mechanical engineers, 
44 prospective architects; the min- 
try claims 3, while the lure of the 
author’s fame: or the newspaper 
man’s questionable existence claims 
one advocate each. 

Quite amusing are some of the 
answers, not through their strange- 
ness, but through the positive way 
in which they are asserted. For 
instance, one young lady in th 
Girls’ High, in ansWer to the vecae 
tio question, says tersely: og 
dont expect to work, but keep 
house.” : 

Definite, too, is the answer of a 
young lady to the question as to 
Atlanta’s most pressing need: “The 
first and most important thing is 
the schools. If the Atlanta public

HIGH COURT OF NATIONS 


FAVORED BY NEUTRALS 


The Hague, February 28.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—As a result of 
conferences held at The Hague 
peace palace by representatives of 
Holland, Switzerland and the Scan- 
dinavian countries, the Dutch gov- 
ernment is requested to present to 
the secretary of the league of na- 
tions the plan for a high court of 
nations agreed upon after long 
study by these neutrals. 


The salient points of the plan 
are as follows: 


Complete equality of, states in

Have golf tournament commit- 
tees gone stale? Seldom do we 
hear of new ideas in golf tourna- 
ments or new ways of playing old 
tournaments or one day events 
which are the life of every country 
club and the backbone of golf. 

When a tournament schedule is 
being arranged for the coming sea- 
son the committee go over last 
year’s program and fill in the dates 
without any thought of injecting 
a new idea. The tournament sched- 
ule must be arranged somehow but 
about the only dil:ierence from iast 
year’s events is that the cham- 
pionship will be piayed at a dif- 
ferent date, and tne president's cup 
will be played for at match play 
instead of medal, and the one-uay 
events will be changed about so tnat 
it will be a ball sweep stake this 
week and a round against bogey 
the next week, and on another voc- 
casion it will be foursome piay, etc. 
One club schedule iooks exactly like 
another with hardly any variety ex- 
cept the change o!f dates. 

Surely there are some new ideas 
lurking around somewhere. Golf 
clubs imitate each other too much, 
I had occasion to visit a great many 
clubs last year and glanced over 
the schedules of club events finding 
that one was just like another. 
There was a Similarity that was 
very noticeable. Probably it is be- 
cause goif tournaments were started 
this way and no one came along to 
make any changes, believing that 
the old order was the only way to 
play club events. 

There are some clubs who have 
gotten out of the rut and are try- 
ing to do something new. At least, 
they have put new ideas into the 
season schedule and the plan seems 
to work out satisfactorily. 

Not long ago | saw a club event 
played that attracted attention and 
later on became a fixture on the 
program. The worst part of it was 
that it did become a fixture. it 
would have been much better had 
the committee reserved it for every 
other year or something like that.

Beneficial Leaisiation Campaign. 


A telegram from headquarters of | 


the American legion, in Indianapo- 
lis, addressed to Kirk Smith, Jr., 
state adjutant of the legion in Geor- 
gia, announced a plan which 
been devised to secure aid for ex- 
service men. The national beneficial 
legislation committee of the Amer- 
ican legion has inaugurated a cam- 
paigzgn for concerted action of the 
legion as a whole to put over leg- 
isiation which will prove beneficial 
to service men. The committee will 
request action by congress on this 
question within the next sixty days. 

Four optional measures are the 
features of the proposed legistation. 
Congress will be requested to make 
each of these features as liberal as 
possibie. The four measures are: 
First, land settlement, covering all 
states: second, home ald to encour- 
age the purchase of rural and city 
home by ex-service men; third, vo- 
cational @ducation for all ex-service 
men, and, fourth, adjustment of com- 
pensation based on length of serv- 
ice. 

Mr. Smith has mapped out his 
campaign for Georgia. Letters have 
been sent out to all commanders 
of legion posts in this state and 
minute instructions were contained 
therein to be pursued to obtain re- 
sulte: The commanders were re- 
quested to see their congressmen, 
to talk with them on the proposed 
measures and to iInaist on an im- 
mediate reply as to their status re- 
garding the proposed legislation, 
The telecram from national head- 
quaraters wureed all state officials 


to push the campaign and Mr. Smith 
has immediately carried out these 
inatructions in compliance with 
the authority that it conveyed.

Howell, prominent young attorney,

Announcement of the fact that 


payments of settlements of United 
States government insurance. may 
now be made in a lump sum was 
made recently by Colonel B. M.

The causes of 
this change in B5Britain’s political 
complexion are many. 

A principal cause is woman's suf- 
frage. Elections are now being 
fought on a much wider franchise. 
The women's vote is beginning to 
tell. 

The high cost of living is an even 
more important cause. Lebor has a 
definite policy for dealing with 
what, after all, is the woman's chief 
problem. Labor advocates 
Bationalization of coal mines, 
roads and other transport. It de- 
mands a levy on capita! for all for- 
tunes over $6,000, as a means of 
eostreducing the national debt. It 
Promises a swift reduction in the 
cost of living. The women of 
Britain know more about the cost 
of living than the men and suffer 
more from it. It is only natural that 
their votes should go to those most 
Ikely to increase the now low pur- 
chasing power of the pound. The 
consequence is that they have voted 
for labor in the by-elections held 
thus far. 

Ranged with the 
many middle-class 
blame the coalition for its present 
struggie to make both ends meet. 
Of all classes, the lower middle- 
clase, the professional men, the 
clerks and the small tradesmen 
have felt the pinch most. They 
charge the coalition with extrava- 
gance, with failure to inaugurate 
radical economies, with too lax an 
extension of-war-interference with 
personal liberties, and with a too- 
ready submission to the demands of 
powerful trade unions.

London, February 28.—There were 
five political parties in Germany 
before the war, and these have 
grown since the revolution to seven 
in number by a split in the left 
wing, the social democrats, giving 
two additional parties. 

These parties of the left now are 
the communists (Kommunisten), 
very weak, and with no seats in the 
national assembly: the independent 
socialists (Unabhaengige Social- 
demokratische Partei Deutsch- 
lands), led by Oskar Cohn and Herr 
Ledebour, working for internation- 
alism and the introduction of the 
soviet form of government, with 
twenty-four seats in the assembly, 
and the social democrats (Sociai 
Demokratische Partei). 

The social democrats, by reason 
of their 164 seats in the assembly, 
are the strongest party, dominating 
the government. nder their lead- 
ers, Ebert, Bauer and Scheidemann, 
they want a republic somewhat aft- 
er the fashion of America’s, with a 
united commonwealth and a devolu- 
tion of local authority to the sever-

They com- 
prise the left wing of the ald Ger- 
man liberals and are for the unity 
of a restored German common- 
wealth reorganized on democratic 
lines.

German people's party 
(Deutsche Volkspartei, the old lib- 
erals) with 23 seats, are opposed 
both to republicanism and sociali- 
gation, as are the extreme right 
conservatives, the nationalists 
(Deutsche Nationale Volksparei) 
who sound the junker demand for 
the return of the monarchical re- 
gime and the rebuilding of the 
army and navy. Their motto: 
“With God for king and  father- 
land.” They are bitter against Jews 
and socialists. Stresemann . leads 
the German people’s party, and 
Heydemann, Von Graefe and Hergt 
the natitonalists.

GO DRY ORBUST, 
SAYS LEVERHULME 


Big Monopolist, After 
Visit to America, Comes 
Out Strong for Prohibi- 
tion in England. 


iN 


London, February 28.—Upon the 
return of Lord Leverhulme, the 
greatest soapmaker in the world, 
controlling all of the British pro- 
duction and some - the United 
States, Belgium, France and else- 
where, he was quoted in all the 
papers as enthusiastically favoring 
the prohibition law as applied in 
the United States and Canada, 
where he had been visiting for 
three months. 

This was a change of opinion, 
for, although Lord Leverhulme has 
never touched alcohol in his life. he 
has been opposed to prohibition as 
a trespass on individual liberty, He 
made a great point of America’s 
ending the enormous burden of 
drink expense, which would. thrust 
her farther and father ahead in 
world leadership. At America’s rate 
of saving because of prohibition. 
$2,000,000,000 a year, Britain could 
pay its debt to the United States in 
five years, he said. 

He found that the enormous ma- 
jority of veople in America were 
for prohibition, and that those whv 
protested against it were excep- 
tional. He is of the opinion that 


“the possibility of a reversal of 
dry youey is very remote.” Aji 
‘that follows is taken from The Lon- 
don Daily News: 


England Spending. | 
“One of the results of prohib!- 
tion,” he said, “is that America is 


now saving 400,000,000 pounds a 
year through prohibitfén. England 
owes America about 2,000,000,000 
pounds, and if we were to save on 
our drink bill at the rate America 
is doing we should pay off our debt 
in five years. Now the lender of 
money ts saving millions and we are 
spending it. his policy is the re- 
verse of what it should be. The 
position in England is very much 
like that of a young man, having 
@ mortgage on his home who should 
cut down all unnecessary expense 
and concentrate upon production 
with no waste. 

“While I should prefer that alco- 
hol should be obtainable and that 
through strength of will rather than 
by strength of law it should not be 
consumed, I believe the policy of 
going dry in America means that 
in the world’s race America has 
thrown away a heavy weight, and 
we, who. are already behind in the 
race, are adding to our weight.” 

Lord lLeverhulime proceeded to 
speak of the enormous proaperity 
of Canada, and the speed with which 
houses, factories and office blocks 
are being built, largely through the 
increased output of the workers. 
Despite the fact that wages in the 
building trade in Canada were far 
in advance of those in the United 
Kingdom, buildings, owing to the 
increased output of the workers, 
were costing less to erect in Canada 
than in this country. 

On the subject of the league of 
nations, Lord Leverhulme said that 
no interest was being takon in 
America in this vital subject. The 
general attitude was one of indiffer- 
ence. Sepaking of our financial po- 
sition he remarked: 


Loans to England. 
“There is a section of the press 


in America which is continually 
coming out with statements to the 


effect that England is on the verge 
of bankruptcy. It is founded on 


the rumor that the British gove 2 
ment was endeavoring to negotiate — 


a loan with the United States gov- 
ernment for a gum amounting 
thousands of billions of dolla 
The rumor was, of course, promptly 
denied. It is quite obvious that oul 
government is right. The correc! 
policy is not a borrowing policy, 
but a policy of economy and in- 
creased output.” 

“I am returning,” he added, “with 
@ greater and more exalted idea ao) 
the British empire and my owr 
countrymen. I feel proud all the 
time that I am a Britisher. and 
equally proud that British habits 
the love of freedom, energy ané§ 
ability, have founded the great na- 
tions across the Atlantic, and tha! 
Canada and the United States are 
destined to play a great part in the 
future world’s history.” 

All through his journey Lord 
Leverhulme heard, he said, the 
highest appreciation and culogy wi 
the impression made by the Prince 
of Wales in Canada and America 
At a private dinner in New Yor 
his host declared enthusiastically, 
that the prince was the creates’ 
asset the United Kingdom has ir 
creating friendly relations wit*® 
America.

“Through the federal fair price 
commissions, club women are ren- 
dering community service by re- 
porting all cases of profiteering and 
acting as witnesses in the prosecu- 
tion of offenders. By refraining 
from buying exorbitantly' priced 
commodities they are doing much to 
reduce the cost of many household 
/ necessities. The virtue of substi- 
tuting cheaper cuts of meat and 
less eXpensive but equally nutri- 
tious vegetables for high-priced 
ones has been highly educaciona:

Plan For Child 
Submitted 


to club presidents her plan of work 
for the year as follows: 

“The child welfare department of 
the state board of health, 
Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, will co- 
operate with the president. Mrs. J. 
E. Hays, in the child welfare de- 
partment of the federation. The 


last legislature created this depart- 
ment; the bill provides for securing 
a visiting nurse in each county. 
Club women are urged to co-operate 
in this work. It is going to take 
some time to secure the visiting 
nurse in all the counties, owing 
to the scarcity of nurses. 


Recommendation at Columbus. 


“The resolution by Miss Bell Bay- 
less, of Kingston, and indorsed, ta 
as follows: 

“*That the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs indorse and urge 
the speedy passage of bill S-233, 
introduced at the sixty-sixth con- 
gress, first session, by Mr. Robin- 
son, read and referred to_commit- 
tee on education and tabor, said bill 
being To encourage instruction In 
the hygiene of maternity and in- 
fancy, and to extend proper care 
for maternity and infancy; to pro- 
vide for co-operation with the 
states in the promotion of such in- 
struction and care in rural districts; 
to appropriate money and to regu- 
late expenditures.’ | 

“This bill can be studied and in- 
dorsed by individual clubs and the 
resolutions forwarded to senators 
and congressmen in Washington. 
Children’s Bureau in Washington. 

“The children’s bureau in Wash- 
ington will co-operate with this 
committee. Much was accomplished 
last year through the children’s bu- 
reau. The weighing and measur- 
ing of 18,000 babies in Georgia, 
then the follow-up work. Back to 
school, drive recreation, etc. was 
accomplished through the efforts of 
club women, working under the 
woman’s committee, Counsel of Na- 
tional Defense. This work is a 
splendid fcundatiton for the child 
welfare plans this year. 

Mother’s Pension Legislation. 


“The earliest of the laws provid- 
ing for the care of dependent chil- 
dren in their own homes out of 
public funds was passed in one of 
the western states in 1911. By the 
close of 1919 ‘motker’s pensions’ had 
been adopted in thirty-nine states. 
In the remaining nine states laws 
have been under consideration in 
five. In Georgia there was a bill 
to be entitled an act to provide for 
the relief of poor mothers, depend- 
ent and neglected children; to pro- 
vide a mother’s pension under cer- 
tain circumstances and confer juris- 
diction thereof upon the court of 
ordinary in the several counties of 
this state. This bil: was introduced 
in the Georgia house in 1917, but 
no action was taken. 


The Purpose. 


‘The purpose underlying all these 
laws is that of preventing the 
breaking up of the home, when on 
account of death or disability the 
support of the natural bread-win- 
ner of the family is removed. Chila 
welfare chairmen in clubs can se- 
cure information from the _ chil- 
dren’s bureau at Washington. 

“This committee is very anxious 
to have the clubs indorse this move- 
ment in order that Georgia can take 
action on the mother’s pension law 
during the next session of the leg- 
islature.

Hugh Walpole, who gained suc- 
cess as a British novelist and who 
is now making an American-Ca- 
nadian lecture tour, will appear 
Monday afternoon in Atlanta at the 
Egleston Memorial hall under the 
auspices of the Atlanta Center of 
the Drama League of America.

oil would not be accompanied by 
any very apparent symptoms until 
too late. 

After tamiliarizing himself with 
the different parts of the engine. 
the transmission system needs con- 
sideration.

JOHN J. CORNWELL. 
Recent public utterances of John 
J. Cornwell, governor of West Vir- 
ginia, notably his address at the 
Jackson Day banquet, in Washing- 
ton, are attracting attention the 
country over. 

Governor Cornwell, a native West 
Virginian, prior to his inauguration 
on March 4, 1917, had attained 
state-wide distinction as a lawyer, 


_as editor of The Hampshire Re- 


view, published at Romney, W. Va., 
and as a business man; and since 
that time no “war governor” in the 
union has made a better record. 

The political character of Gov- 
ernor Cornwell, as exemplified 
throughout his private as well: 
public life, is epitomized in his own 
words uttered in the course of his 
Jackson Day speech, when he said: 

“I am merely a democrat!” 

“T am not a progressive,” he de- 
clared; “nor am I a reactionary. I 
am merely a democrat;” and there- 
in lies the secret of his great polit- 
ical strength. 

In that speech Governor Corn- 
well expressed the true sphere of 
the democratic party when he de- 
clared that it offers shelter alike 
for “the rich and poor;” and that 
the only qualification it exacts 
from the individual member is that 
he “put patriotisy: above self.” 

He expressed disdain for extrem- 
ists in society—the extremists on 
the side of reactionism as well as 
the extremists on the side of rad- 
icalism, such as the Berkmans, the 
Golimans, and the ultra radicals 
in the ranks of labor. 

Much of Governor Cornwell’s at- 
tention in his public addresses dur- 
ing the last year has been devoted 
to the labor situation; which, by 
reason Of his state’s intimate con- 
cern in labor-employing industries. 
is quite natural. In this line of 
discussion his position throughout 
has been tolerant, constructive. 
conservative and sound, and his 
voice has always been raised in 
behalf of the highest ideals of true 
Americanism. 

Sounding a note of warning 
against the danger that threatens 
our country from the forces that 
are at work within the body politic, 
he said, in an address delivered 
last June, at the commencement of 
Salem college, in his home state: 

“Are we going exchange this 
government for some strange ex- 
periment in socialism and bolshe- 
vism? Are we going to allow its 
course to be interrupted and turned 
aside by men who want to upset 
all that we and our fathers have 
achieved? The forces that today 
are aiming at those things are 
greater and stronger than You re- 
alize, by far, but the danger does 
not lie in them so much as it lies 
in the crooked politicians who will 
deal with anybody that can furnish 
votes and with the political cow- 
ards who are willing to see your 


government subverted if they can 
only hold onto public office.”

Cornwell declared to the students 
of Salem that the term “producer”

The business man, manufacturer, or 
dealer, who is not willing to help 
allay the unrest by receiving a rea- 
sonable, I might almost say, a min- 
imum profit, in these days, is not 
only a hog, but he is a blind h.

“One gouger-in a community,” 
he said, “can breed more anarchy 
than any two agitators;’”’ and both 
elements, the gougers and the agi- 
tators of labor and fomentors of 
industrial discord and strife, must 
be curbed, he argued, if the “plan 
to convert this country from a re- 
aublican form of government into 
a commune” is to be frustrated. 

He called upon labor and capital 
alike for “more and more produc- 
tion;” for “the world,” said he. 
“can no more prosper without pro- 
duction than a man can lift him- 
self by his own bootstraps,” and 
Russia is proving “that there is 
and can be no production under 
any such crazy, communistic 
schemes” as those being advocated 
at the present time by a radical, 
holshevistic element in this coun- 
try. 

Speaking before a gathering of 
school teachers in his state in 


August, 1919, the governror com- 


mended this remedy for the reduc- | 


tion of the high cost of necessities 


bring about a general decline in 
prices, the only natural way, the only 
way that will last without economic 
ruin, is to have more of any com- 
modity than there is a demand for. 
One hour per day overwork by every 
man and woman in the country for 
thirty days and a little of the econ- 
omy we practiced during the war 
and that some of us’ who cannot get 
an increase in wages, are still prac- 
ticing, would do more toward ad- 
justing prices than all the investi- 
gations we can all hold.” 


As to the right of labor to strike, 
Governor Cornwell said in one of 
his recent addresses that— 


“I believe in the strike, under 
proper conditions and for justifiable 
motives and to justifiable ends. The 
strike, however, is the labor union's 
gun. In peace times a gun belongs 
behind the door. It should be 
brought out and used only in self- 
defense. When a man carries and 
brandishes a gun and fires it off 
recklessly and in all directions at 
inopportune times, society, through 
its proper officer, usually disarms 
that man. 

‘So Il am not criticising the men 
who work or belong to unions as a 
class or as a whole. I am talking 
to you as I talk to them, about 
some of their leaders who are lead- 
ing their unions to dissolution, 
leading them into dark days and 
dangerous ways, unless the sober, 
thinking working man who loves 
this land and believes in its gov- 
ernment and its institutions, calls a 
halt.”’ 


“T have said,” he went on— 


“that the remedy for high prices ana 
the much-complained-of High Cost 
of Living, is increased production 
instead of decreased production as 
the radical leaders are planning to- 
day. That is true, but how are we 
to secure increased production? It 
cannot be done by resolving or by 
denouncing. The present social, po- 
litical and economic unrest must be 
allayed somewhat and reason in- 
stead of passion must be brought 
into play before we can hope to 
obtain the much-desired_ result. 
That can be done but it will take 
several things to do it.”

Cornwell delivered a_ notable

New England society in New York, 
of which the president of that or-|

Men and Business 
BY RICHARD SPILLANE 


Some question has ben raised as, 
to the ability of foreign insurance 
comapnies to pay on their American 
policies owing to the heavy adverse 
rates of foreign exchange. There is 
a tremendous business in the field of 
insurance and reinsurance done in 
the country by foreign companies. 

All life insurance policies carry a 
clause prescribing that payment is 
to be made in American money. That 
removes life insurance from consid- 
eration. 

But, as a general thing, there is 
no such provision in relation to ma- 
rine, fire and general risks. 

In 1918 there was approximately 
87 billions of insurance of this char- 
acter written in America. Of this 
amount 47 billions was carried by 
Ameritan companies and 40 billions 
by foreign companies. This includes 
marine risks, fire and what is term- 
ed Piland marine. 

Some of the foreign companies 
have large smms on deposit or in- 
vested in America. This is a come 
pulsory provision in order for them 
(io do business. A marine risk, you 
understand, of course, as covering 
the maritime end of the policy. In- 
Jand marine is the term used on in- 
surance of goods destined for ship- 
inent and covers the goods from the 
point vf origin to-the ship. 

Reinsurance is a tremendous busi- 
ness. The Germans were great in 
this field. Its province is to take 
over the excess of a company on 
any risk too large for its individual 
handling. For example: A company 
might write insurance on a risk of 
$100,000 or $200,000 “or moré It 
would reinsure one-half or three- 
quarters or such part of this bus}- 
ness with another company or com- 
panies, so as to distribute the obli- 
jration. In effect, a syndicate of 
companies would be back of the in- 
surance instead of one company. 

Insurance has been reduced al- 
most to a science, and yet the for- 
cign exchange jumble introduces a 


complication which nobody suppos-, 


ed ever would develop. 
some of the

We are likely to have no end of 
troubles crop out from the demor- 
alization in exchange. We might as 
well have them now. The present 
trouble may lead to a demand fora 
standardized coinage, an interna- 
tional and unchangeable measure- 
ment of money.

California Is Famous 
For Her Independence 


In World of Politics

Washington, Bebruary 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—California is famous for its 
political independence. While the 
two major parties furnish the or- 
ganized homes for most of the elec- 
tors, both men and wmen, there 
is no state in the union where the 
voters weigh the qualities of the 
candidate and vote upon him irre- 
spective of party to such a degree 
as in this great state of the Pa- 
cific coast. Indeed, in the present 


house of representatives there are 
four democrats, six republicar and 
one party prohibitionist, and yet 
of the eleven representatives eight 
of them were nominated at the last 
congressional primary by the par- 
ties of their respective allegiance, 
but endorsed by the voters of all 
the other opposing parties, even in- 
‘luding the socialists in one or two 
instances. 

Normally California is repultican 


by approximately 200,000 votes, and 


|yet it will be recalled that in 1916 


President Wilson, democrat, carried 
the state over Judge Hughes, re- 
publican, by 3,000 votes in round 
numbers. The same 
Johnson, progressive-republican, 
carried the state for the United 
States senate over Patton, demo- 
crat, by approximately 300,000 
votes. In 1918 Stephens, old line 
republican, who also received the 
progressive and prohibition votes, 
carried the state by around 136,000 


the democratic vote. 
The Parties’ Webs. 
As a further evidence of the tan- 
gled webs that the parties weave 
among themselves in California is 


illustrated in the vote for attorney 
general in 1918. Webb, the encum- 
bent, was elected on a republican- 
democratic ticket—if the people of 
the state east of the Rockies can 
understand such a fusion—-and was 
elected by a vote of 480,981 to Stew- 
ard, straightout republican, 90,170 
and McKee, socalist, 46,043. 

Thus is seen that in California, 
political bedfellows are just as 
liable to be from opposing parties 
as not. The man, the _ individual, 
and what the individual stands for, 
is in reality the -basic consideration 
that wins. Whether right or 
wrong, whether partv lines should 
be more closely drawn and whether 
party allegiance should be more un- 
yielding, is another question. I say 
yes! The fact remains that with a 
great vote, in which women par- 
ticipate more interestedly than in 
any other equal suffrage state in 
America, it is impossible for party 
manipulators in California to fig- 
ure upon polling this or that until 
the candidates are named, and 
their relative strength as individ- 
uals appraised from the viewpoint 
of the electors. 

In California this year principal 
interest centers in the preferen- 
tial primary for president. This will 


be held on May 5 and candidates 
must file by April 5. Senator Hiram 
Johnson, one of the republican 
“irreconctiables’” on the peace 
treaty and the league of nations, is 
naturally the leading candidate of 
the state’s republican-progressive 
combination, and it is probable the 
delegates to the Chicago conven- 
tion on June 8 will be instructed for 
Johnson. Local pride in a favorite 
son would so suggest. It is a fact, 
hwever. that Johnson is far weaker 
in California than before his cru-

British Expedition Is 
Now Busily Preparing. 
Shackleton’s Dash for 
South Pole Is Recalled. | 


~ 
London, February 28.—The Brit- 
ish expedition now being fitted out 
for survey of the Antarctic regions 
serves to recall the great Shackle- 
ton adventure of 1914-1915-1916, 


Sir Ernest Shackleton’s expedi- 
tion was a failure. But it was a 
failure more glorious than many 
successes. Luck was implacably 
against the adventure, and only in- 
credible heroism saved it from com- 
plete disaster. This briefly is its 
story, as it is being told in lectures 
by Sir Ernest in London: 

On August 1, 1914, after"a year 
spent in preparation, Shackleton 
sailed to Cowes, where the king 
was to inspect the expedition prior 
to its departure. On August 4 the 
war clouds that had so rapidly gath- 
ered on the horizon burst over Eu- 
rope. Shackleton at once offered to 
cancel the whole expedition. The 
British admiralty refused to accept 
the sacrifice, so that on August 8 
the “Endurance,” which carried the 
expedition, set forth from England 
for South Georgia, via Buenos Aires. 
The expedition’s.» principal object 
was to cross the Antarctic contl- 
nent from the Weddell sea to the 
Ross sea, a journey of 1,800 miles, 
of which the first half was across 
unexplored country. Auxiliary par- 
ties were to be dispatched east and 
west from Weddell sea. while at 
the Ross sea base another party Was 
to push on to the Beardmore Gla- 
cier, there to await the trans-con- 
tinental party, which was to consist 
of Shackleton, five other men and 
one hundred dogs. 


f Left South Georgia. 
On December 5, 1914, the Endur- 
ance left South Georgia, 
the ice two days later. During 
many weeks she slipped forward 
where the capricious ice made open- 
ings, and forced her way through 
the “young ice.” In middle Janu- 
ary, however, she was completely 
stopped by heavy pack ‘ice, which 
closed im upon her, and so there 
was nothing to do but wait and 
hope for the best. Huts were built 
on the ice, and for months ship and 
camp drifted slowly to the north- 
weet. The strain of millions of tons 
of ice begarr to tighten their grip

groaned and timbers bént and iron 
stanchions buckled, until, under ono 
final annihilating squeeze, the gal- 


lant ship, which had resisted so 
nobly, was crumpled into match- 
wood. “She had been thrown to 
and fro like a shuttlecock,” writes 
Shackleton in “South,” the newly- 
published history of the expedition. 
“Her very sides opened and closed 
again as she actualiy bent and 
curved alone her length, groaning 
the while like a living thing.” 

The party found themselves left 
with three small boats upon ice 
floes that were splitting in some 
places and piling aeeves into 
hillocks in others, drifting aimless- 
ly about the Antarctic ocean.’ And 
there was nothing to do but to sit 
still and drift. Even so they wer 
beset with corfstant peril. The ice 
floe cracked right through their 
camp—right through the depres- 
sion made by Shackleton’s body on 
the spot where he had slept for 
many months. These cracks were 
continually occurring. On another 
occasion a man fell through one 
of the gaps, which opened with ap- 
palling suddenness. A moment after 
Shackleton had pulled him back 
on to the floe, the ice closed again 
with a snap like the jaws of a hun- 
gry wolf. Continually the men had 
to fly from one disintegrating floe 
to another, and a ceaseless watch 
was imperative. At last the sur- 
rounding ice fell away, and they 
were left, twenty-eight of them, on 
one smali precarious floe. The 
boats were launched and they set 
out, pulling night and day, with 
bleeding lips, seasick and frostbit- 
ten, in search of land, They reach- 
ed Elephant island, a bleak unhab- 
ited rock. They were woefully 
short of food and their nearest heip 
was 850 miles away. 

Then came the most thrilling part 
of this Odyssey of the Antarctic. 
Shackleton and five men set out to 
South Georgia to fetch assistance. 
They set oyt in .a 20-foot boat in 
the depth of an Antarctic winter to 
sail over 850 miles of the most tem- 
pestuous, storm-swept area of wa- 
ters in the world. 

They came near to death. They 
were ill, They encountered terrible 
storms. One wave, indeed, was sv 
gigantic that Shackleton, in twenty- 
six years spent at sea, had never 
seen its equal. They threw their 


' sleeping bags overboard to lighten

the boat. It was only sheer will- 
power that kept them alive. Their 
fresh water had gone long before 
they sighted land. <And then. after 
sixteen days of this nightmare voy- 
age, they landed, emaciated and ex- 
hausted, on the wrong side of the 
island. A long and terrible journey 
lay ahead of them across the un- 
named mountains and glaciers of 
South Georgia before they could 
reach civilization. Save for those 
twenty-two men slowly starving on 
Elephant Island, they would have 
lain down and _ £ <died. But the 
thought of their comrades who 
trusted solely to them for their 
lives goaded them on to the effort, 
and thev struggled forward over 
the ice-bound peaks. At length— 
tattered remnants of men, half 
starved, unwashed for months— 
they staggered into the whaling 
station at Husvik. 

“Tell us, when was the war over?” 
was the first question.they asked 
the Norwegian whalers. “It is not 
over,” was the reply. “The world 
is mad.” 

The South American peoples, of 
whose assistance Shackleton cannot 
speak too highly, gave him un- 
grudging help in preparing the 
work of relief. After three unsuc- 
cessful attempts Shackleton slipped 
in between the ice in a frail cockle- 
shell of a boat and got his men off 
Elephant Island. The thankfulness 
of those twenty-two men who had 


BARYTES PRODUCTION 
GROWING IN GEORGIA 


More Than Half the Coun- 
(try’s Output Mined in 
Bartow County. 


That more than half of the coun- 
try’s production of barytes—a min- 
eral used in making paint, automo- 
bile tires and chemicals—comes from 
the mines of Georgia Is one of the 
interesting facts brought out in the 
most recent publication of the state 
geological survey, which was issued 
last week. Not only does this state 
produce more barytes than all the 
other states combined, but it uses 
the most efficient and elaborate 
methods of mining and milling the 
ore. 

Another important fact shown In 
this report that should be empha- 
sized in connection with Georgia's 
great but little advertised mineral 
wealth is the fact that the barytes 
production of the state rose from 
insignificance to prominence in a 
few months. The ore was here, it 
needed only exploitation and devel- 
opment work to meet the demand re- 
sulting from the loss of importa- 
tions from Germany. 

The barytes mines are at Carters- 
ville, Bartow county, and there are 
deposits of the ore in five other 


counties. Parenthetically it may be 
said that Cartersville is one of the 
few largest producers of yellow 
ocher in the United States, also it 
claims enormous deposits of potash 
Slate, advantageously situated for 
mining, The only barytes grinding 
plant in Georgia is at Cartersville. 
Plans are being carried out to make 
this mill one of the largest produc- 
ers in the United States. 

The nature and occurrence of the 
barytes ore, its geologic association, 
geographic distribution, uses, gsta- 
tistics and detailed property descrip- 
tion® are given in the report of 146 
pages, including 19 sketches, 4 maps, 
21 halftone illustrations and an in- 
dex. The book is Bulletin 36 of the 
State geological survey, entitled “A 
Report on the Barytes Deposfts of 
Georgia,” by J. P. D. Hull. assistant 
State geologist. A copy will be sent 
to any citizen of the state upon re- 
ceipt of 10 cents for postage by S. W. 
McCallie, state geologist, Atlan- 
th. Ga.

Recently the company has in-. 
stalled a perfect system of auto- 
matic carriages over their big build- 
ing, whereby exerything is quickly 
moved from place to place, and its 
force working like clock work, not 
a moment is wasted in the perform- 
ance of their daily tasks. 

Just as a sample of how smooth- 
ly this new system works, a few 
days ago-a carload of cans rolled 
up to their back door.

Ina 
day and a half the car that had 
been received with empty cans, was 
packed with loaded cans, all in car- 
tons properly labelled, ete., and was 
ready to start on its journey.

OTHING more than a casual reading of the 
headlines of the daily newspapers is need- 
ed to remind one today of the amazing and 

revolutionary transformation that is taking place 
in the views of profound thinkers, distinguished 
men of letters, and particularly among world- 
famous scientists, on the subject of spiritualism. 

Sir Oliver Lodge, the foremost physicist in 
the British Empire, is also one of the world’s 
greatest scientists. Consequently, when he speaks 
his words carry weight not only among men and 
women in general, but also among those who are 
regarded almost, if not quite, as highly as Sir 
Oliver is. 

Nor does he stand alone among learned men 
in suddenly accepting spiritism as something too 
tangible for dismissal with an indulgent smile. 
In the words of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, “at least 
fifty professors in various seats of learning” have 
accepted spiritism as a positive science worthy 
of the fullest scientific consideration and research. 
Among other well known names given are those 
of Sir William Crookes and Prof. Hyslop. Allied 
with them are such men as Sir A. C. Doyle and 
Maurice Maeterlinck, who, while they cannot be 
ranked as scientists, are nevertheless influential 
enough to command the attention of the average 
thinking man or woman when they positively de- 
clare their belief that we can communicate with 
the dead through the medium of so~<alled 
“spirits.” 

Sir Oliver Lodge recently arrived in this coun 
try for the purpose of expounding his views. He 
had solemnly declared with all the conviction of 
a profound scientific mind that there is only an 
apparent chasm betweer: the terrestrial and the 
celestial and that the che:a can de bridged. He 
declared that the beyond :s merely screened from 
earthly senses and he predicted that the science 
of the future would have a message that would 
enable many to reach the point of communication 
between themselves and those who have passed 
on, which has now been attained by only a 
very few. 

“The Communion of Saints has been taught us 
im our churches,” he declared, “and now we are 


finding that it is a reality. That which has been 
called telepathy has also been called inspiration 
and prayer. These things are real. Like love, 
they are not parts of the body, but parts of 
reality.” 

Of the total number of scientific men alive to. 
day the proportion of those who actually have 
espoused spiritism is very small. But where there 
was one who took spiritualism seriously a year 
ago there are fifty today. And a year from now 
there may be five hundred. 

“I am a firm believer in spiritualism,” said a 
very celebrated physician to the writer a few days 
ago.

There are, of course, scientists who hold to a 
contrary view. Dr. James H. Leuba, professor 
of psychology at Bryn Mawr College, 
doubts that science will ever make any 
great headway along the lines of estab- 
lishing satisfactory communication with 
the inhabitants of the Unseen. 

“The telepathic hypothesiq of spirij 
messages receives support,” said Prof. 
Leuba, “from the unexpected meaning- 
lessness of the ‘revelations’ made by the 
alleged spirits regarding their state 
and the circumstances of their exist- 
ence. They have been fairly loquacious; 
yet none of them, not even those from 
whom much could have been expected, 
have revealed anything at all More 
significant than the insignificance of 
their remarks concerning the other life 
is the pertinacious effort of these al- 
leged spirits to avoid answering the 
many and pointed questions addressed 
to them on that subject.”

“DYARCHY” AS 
THE REMEDY. 

It was this serious situation which 
finally brought the “dyarchy” bill 
into being. Mr. Montagu, secretary of 
state for India, with a commission 
representing the best brains of the 
Indian administrations of previous 
years, hurried to that domain in the 
late spring and braved all the draw-

For 
the governor general are reserved 
land taxes, the control of factories, 
the amount of revenue to be given to 
the general government: and in gen- 
eral, all matters relating to dominion 
affairs will be within his province. 


ABSOLUTE VETO 
BY GOVERNORS. 

The legislature will have no power 
to pass laws, being subject to the ab- 
solute veto of tne governors. Their 
power will lie in the fact that they 
control the two ministers, who, with 
the governor, will have charge of the 
“transferred” subjects, and in agita- 
tion which any governor, particularly 
in a time when a great population is 
undergoing upheaval, will hesitate to 
balk. The two ministers mentioned 
must be chosen from among the elect- 


can be ousted by that body. A gov- 
ernor, however, will have the right at 
any time to dismiss a legislature which 


opposes his ideas and make a new 


appeal to the people—a right which 
doubtless will be sparingly used, since 


it tends ‘to increase agitation. . 

The subjects “reserved” from the 
elected body are to be under execu- 
tive councils, composed gf the gov- 
ernor and two ministers chosen by 
himself, one of whom must be an In- 
dian. Disputes, of course, are hound 
to arise between this half of the “dy- 
archy” and the popular half, not only 
over the boundaries of their author- 
ity, but over the allotment of moneys 
for the various state functions. In 
that case the governor is to have the 
right to decide. 

Popular government is also to be 
extended higher, in that a more -rep- 
resentative Indian legislature is to be 
set up, of which many of the mem- 
bers will be directly elected. The 
system of representation and election 
remains to be worked out in the year 
before the new law goes into effect. 
It has been decided that the legisla- 
tion will be composed of an upper 
body, called the council of state, and 
a lower body, called the assembly. 
To this body will be submitted the, 
budget, which the mainspring of 
the power of afl parliaments, but it 
will not have power to pass on 
amount to be used for defense, debt 
charges, salaries of tie British civil 
services, taxes on‘land and certain 
other matters vital to the overlord- 
ship of the empire. 


PARLIAMENT TO 
MAVE VOICE. 

The governor general and his 
council will have absolute veto, sub- 
ject only to the restraint of the au- 
thorities in London. Should either 
chamber balk at any measure or un- 
ecceptably amend it, the bill can be 
passed by the other chamber; or if 
both refuse, the governor general can 
put the law into force, subject to the 
ascent of the imperial authorities at 
home. This all-powerful central coun- 
cil is to be composed, as before, chief- 
ly of British officials who have had 
at least ten years’ service in the do- 
minion. Only three will be natives, 
and these chosen by the governor 
general. 

The entire government is still to be 
under the direction of the secretary 
of state of India, member of the Brit- 
ish cabinet who long has been the au- 
tocrat in Indian affairs. His power is 
to be tempered by the appointment of 
a joint committe? of parliament, which 
will have only advisory power, but 
which is expected, especially with the 
new spirit infused into the British 
parliament by the labor element, tuo 
promote liberal tendencies in the fu- 
ture treatment of the Indians. 

It is possible so far to give only this 
broad outline of the system whereby 
Britain intends to meet her greatest 
problem. In fact, the new law as 
passed has left most of the details to 
be worked out by the authorities. 

“The (Indian government) have 
to find out,” said Secretary Montagu, 
author of the bill, “whether they can 
get the electors to the polle and wheth- 
er the electors will vote on the ques- 
tions at issue or only on religious ques- 
tions or something of that kind.” 


SEPARATE CHAMBER 
FOR PRINCES. 

Another system altogether is to be 
set up for the states which are not 
yet ready to join in self-government. 
In the course of her absorption of In- 
dia Great Britain found it necessary 
to recognize various rulers, from the 
Nyzam of Hyderabad with 13,000,000 
subjects, down to petty chiefs of a few 
villages. These she will try to get 
together into a chamber of princes. 
The task has been most difficult. The 
rulers cling to their rank and privil- 
eges, especiaHy their caste, and they 
have not welcomed the idea that they 
should recognize the equality of oth- 
ers. 

The expedient found for the decision 
as to what states should take part in 
this chamber throws a light on the 
conditions. It was found tbat the only 
way out was to consider'the prince 
according to the number of guns fired 
in saluting them. Those who are enti- 
tled to nine guns or more are to be 
full members of the chamber. There 
are Many eight gun states and some of 
them will be raised to nine. Others 
below that figure are to have propor- 
tionate memSership. Some of the 
highest rulers have refused to demean 
themselves in taking part and to them 
has been given the assurance that 
they will be consulted before any de- 
cision is reached as a result of the 
deliberation of the other princes, 
DOUBTED EVEN

“None likes it,” said the 
Londc Times, “but no one has ever 
suggested a really practical alterna- 
tive. It may be much better than it 
looks.” 

Lord Sydenham, one of the leading

most dangerous and possibly the most 
complicated bill ever presented to the 
lords” and said the system “would not 
be tolerated in any civilized ¢ountry 
in the world,” since it sets up the rule 
of a small class oligarchy varied by 


Spasmodié autocracy. 

It “hands over the toiing masses 
to the rule of the wealthy classes,” 
was the verdict of Captain W. E. 
Elliott, another old Indian expert. 
Fear of the hostility of wealthy own- 
ers of factories kept the authors 
from recognizing the growing work- 
ing classes and unions, said Colonél 
J. Ward, while another told the 
house of commons that of the power- 
ful British civil service, which here- 
tofore has ruled India, “98-per cent ere 
against it.” 

Already signs are appearing that 
the measure has failed to satisfy the 
Indians. Word of the concessions 
made were sent ahead to India to 
help the success of the great peace 
celebrations held in December, but 
the British rulers found these displays 
boycotted, not only by the Moham- 
medans, but by the Brahmins and 
other classes. The movement which 
drew the masses together for this 
demonstration of hostility Is broad- 
ening and the extreme leaders are 
urging that it shal] be developed Into 
a boycott of British goods. Since 
Great Britain’s best chance of recov- 
ering from the huge losses of the 
war lies in the trade of India, such a 
movement, if successful, would be 
disastrous to her. 

FOLLOWED BY 
GREAT STRIKES. 

Another sign has been the great 
strikes that have followed the refusal 
to grant to the factory workers the 
right of representation they demanded 
in the new government. In the prov- 
ince of Bombay alone more than 200.- 
000 went out and stayed as lofg as 
their means would permit, accom- 
panying their protest with riots 
which forced the use of the military. 
Bolshevik agitators have been busy 
among these awakening classes, rais- 
ing the crops of distrust which the 
German plotters had planted. But 
the movement goes further than this 
—it is led chiefly by natives who 
have been educated and have learned 
much in the war, and it fs driving 
against the hated caste system which 
the British have been forced to coun- 
tenance. 

Yet another sign is that the British 
military authorities are eagerly tak- 
ing back into the army all demobil- 
ized officers who have had experience 
in the handling of Indian troops, pay- 
ing them bonuses and large salaries 
and sending them to India as rap- 
idly as possible. Now and then hints 
come out of preparations, not only to 
meet risings within India, but pos- 
sible invasions from without. The 
aroused Mohammendans and the bol- 
sheviks present dangers which can- 
not be overlooked. 

BRITAIN WOULD 
PLACATE REDS. 

As this is .written Premier Lloyd- 
George is eagerly seeking a way to 
make peace with the Russia that ia 
emerging from the bolshevik disore 
ganization—so eagerly that he has 
roused strong protests from the mili- 
tary chieftains at home and the new 
government in France. Yet he has 
good reason for his actions. The long 
fostered policy of setting up buffer 
states in the Caucasus to keep the 
bolsheviki and Turks apart is being 
throwr overboard, for the British are 
evacuating Batum and leaving the new 
Georgia state to the mercy of the rap- 
idly advancing Russian army. Denl- 
kine is no longer to be supported and 
the remainder of ig forces have lit- 
tle chance of escaping destruction if 
they do not unite with the victorious 
legions of the Moscow regime. Po- 
land is almost being urged to make a 
settlement with the bolsheviki without 
further fighting. 

To one who has watched the Brit- 
ish for more than two years care- 
fully erecting the barrier of the Cau- 
casus and other barriérs against a 
future march southward of the Rus- 
sians this change in London is sug: 
gestive of strong apprehension) to say 
the least. The portion of the British 
government which the premier repre- 
sents, faced by labor troubles at 
home, the great and growing debt and 
the drop of the value of the pound— 
once the world’s standard of value— . 
feels that the chance of fighting it 
out with a militant Russia and a 
heaving India, with Turkey and 
Egypt ready to burst into flames at 
the first opportunity, would be a long 
chance, indeed. 

So conciliation ia being tried It 
may work; but the blunders of re- 
pression in India and elsewhere and 
the previous policy of fighting the 
Moscow government have left some 
very bad hatreds; and the very 
friendliness that.is now shown may 
have an opposite effect from that in- 
tended. It may be taken for weak- 
ness and fan instead of quench the 
amen :

Escape From Turks 
Described by Girl 


CARCELY credible is the story of the 

atrocities which Vartanousch Karagheu- 
sian says she was forced to endure at the 
hands of Turks and Arabs who held her 
enslaved for years. She is an Armenian 
girl who has arrived in this country after 
running away from her tormentors, and has 
gone to live with her brother, John N. 
Karagheusian, a wealthy rug dealer in 
Minneapolis. 


After running’ away she met and. was as< 
sisted by Marshall Ingalls Mays, of Topeka, 
Kan., who was a worker for the Near East 
Relief at Beirut. And Mr. Mays, who is 
also an Armenian and well acquainted with - 
her brother, made it possible for her to come 
to the United States to join the latter; and 
he came here with her. 


Miss Karagheusian is twenty years old. 

Shortly after the beginning of the world 
war a detachment of Turkish gendarmes 
came to their home at Sivas, in Armenia, 
and told them to go to the end of the street 
where all the other residents of the town 
were assembling. The family was told not 
to take anything along, as the meeting was 
to last only a short time and they would 
then be allowed to return home. 
- *"The men and boys were marched out 
ahead,’’ said Miss Karagheusian, ‘‘and a 
short time afterward we heard shots and 
shrieks. I have seen none of them since. 
Then we were marched to the end of the 
street; but instead of stopping there we 
were compelled to go on and on, all through 
the night, without resting or being allowed 
to eat or drink. 

‘‘Before we reached the next village, where 
a halt was made, my poor’ mother, sister 
and two little cousins had become so fa- 
tigued and exhausted from hunger that they 
could scarcely walk, They were beaten for- 
ward by the guards, who laughed at our suf- 
ferings. 

Miss Karagheusian managed to reach the 
Turkish hospital base at Zaleh, and there 
she had the good fortune to be recognized 
by a girl friend from her own town, Sivas, 
who was working, disguised, as @ nurse. 
Through this girl she, too, obtained work at 
the hospital. 

‘‘It was hard and rough work,” said’ Miss 
Karagheusian, ‘‘but I did not mind that ¢o 
much as the frightful conditions which pre- 
vailed there and of which I cannot think 
even now without shuddering. I cannot 
speak of them. I finally made up my mind 
to run away from there too; and did so. 

‘IT had not run far when an Arab took 
me prisoner and claimed me as his slave. He 
had the slavery mark, a cross, tatooed on 
my right thumb with indelible ink. It wil} 
remain there ineffaceably as long as I live, 
This man had a farm near the border of 
Palestine, and he sent me there. The work 
I did was hard enough to try the strength 
of a powerful man and -I almost broke down 
beneath it, 

“One day I heard that the British had 
captured Jerusalem. This was my chance, 
I again ran away and this time managed ¢6 
reach the British lines, where I was ree 
ceived kindly and sent to Beirut.”’

Caillaux’s eleventh hour explanation 
was as follows: 

“One day 1 met my old colleague, 
Loustalot, in the chamber of depu- 
ties. He said he wanted me to take 
dejeuner with him and meet an 
Italian, who desired to talk banking. 
‘Very well,’ I said, ‘I will be glad to 
see him, although I am not a banker,’ 

“I went with M. Loustalot. I met 
M. Cavallini and several others. We 
all had dejeuner together. Our con- 
versation was most desultory. We 
discussed politics for a while. The 
early accession of the Orlando min- 
istry was predicted. There was talk 
of founding a newspaper in Rome, to 
be called the Paris-Rome, and I de- 
clared the scheme to be chimerical. 
Finally, I was: consulted about the 
bank. They told me that the best 
names would be found in the board of 
directors—and that M. Salandra, for- 
mer premier of Italy, would head the 
list.

Rroof that Caillaux’s Italian trip 
was one of his most daring efforts to 
disrupt the entente has been obtained 
from Signor Ferdinando Martini, for- 
merly a minister in the cabinet of 
Salandra, who had a long interview 
with Caillaux. An Pnglish translation 
of Signor Martini’s deposition made 
by Walter Littlefield of The New 
York Times with various bracketed 
notes by Mr. Littlefield, that are espe- 
cially illuminating and instructive, 
reads as follows: 

“December 17, 1916—I have just left 
Caillaux after my interview and I 
would not miss a moment before set- 
ting it down. The subject first taken 
was, quite naturally, the overture from 
Germany. (Note from Germany and 
her allies dated December 12, offering 
to enter peace hegotiations.) We 
agreed that to end the matter by re- 
fusing to negotiate would constitute a 
rather serious political blunder—if any 
reply were made at all. 

“He (Caillaux) expréssed himself 
as believing that the moment for 
peace had not yet arrived, and chat

“T informed Caillaux that it had 
been reported that Germany was in- 
clined to make concessions to the 
noninsular Western powers—France 
and Italy—and that there were even 
persons who asserted that the crisis 
then existing in the Austrian Gov- 
ernment was due to this fact, as Kor- 
ber (Dr. von Korber, Austrian premier, 
who that very day—Dec. 17, 1916— 
had been succeeded by Herr von 
Spitzmuller) had resigned because he 
would not assume the respons'bility 
for the territorial concessions to be 
made to Italy. 

“Caillaux knew nothing of these re- 
ports, but thought he ought to take 
them into consideration, and he as- 
serted that he also believed that both 
Germany and Austria, the latter being 
entirely dominated by the former, 
were disposed to make concessions to 
Italy and France. As to France, he 
said he believed that peace could be 
made on yery simple conditions— 
namely, the evacuation of the occue

Caillaux remained behind in 
Italy until February 4. She continued 
to live at the Hotel de Russie, where 
Pozzoli was aleo to be seen al- 
raost daily, going and coming from 
the Caillaux apartments. 

Caillaux had made this propagan- 
dist trip to Italy with such secrecy 
that even his most intimate friends 
in Paris knew nothing of it. His 
passport had been in the 
1ame of Joseph Raynouard. 

Having arrived in Rome and estab 
lished connections w'th Cavallini, 
Rolo’s paymaster, Caillaux began the 
most vigorous campaign for a sep 
erate peace between Italy and France 
on the one hand and Germany, Aus 
tria, Bulearia and Turkey on the oth- 
er. In this connection it should be 
remembered that Italy did not formal 
ly deciare war on Germany until] Aw 
gust 28, 1916, or only four months be- 
fore Caillaux’s vVis't. 

Caillaux talked with as many of the 
most influential italian statesmen as 
he theught he could conrert. and said 
that France was almost bled to death, 
that Germany could not be conquer- 
e@, that the only salvation for either 
France or Italy Was peace.

“France (Caillaux said, had already 
lost 1,500,000 men—1,100,000 dead and 
400,000 mutilated or so_ seriously 
wounded as to be incapable of fol- 
lowing any profession or trade what- 
ever. Nobody, broadly speaking, be- 
lieved that the Germans could be 
driven out of the ten departments 
they oecupied; the resources in men 
remaining to France Wwefe the 1917 
class, numbering 290,000 tnén, and the 
1918 claes, making 150,000 mé@n more. 
They would only suffice to fill up the 
gaps caused by losses, and France, 
therefore, could put on the front not 
more than 2,500,000 men, poesibly not 
so many. 

“The spirit of the public was de- 
pressed, (deprime) and the former 
enthusiasm among the soldiers wos 
dead. He had received letters from 
soldiers whose homes were in hia own 
constituency which left no doubt as 
to the state of mind of the troops,

by others, ended with ‘Down with the 
war'’ and éven ‘Long live Brizon!’ 
(Brizon was a Deputy who had been 
expelled from the Chamber for er- 
pressing defeatist sentiments.) 

“Me (Caillauz) said he knew Italy, 
and knew that the state of public 
feeling here was not very different 
from that in France, although it was 
perhaps different among the ,oidiers,

“‘And do you not fear,’ I asked,

Tue Prefect cf, (Cail- 
laux mentioned the name of the place, 
but I have forgotten it) has been 
murdered. A detachment of soldiers 
sent to put down the revolt has been 
surrounded and massacred. All this 
because we éommitted the monstrous 
blunder of imposing conscription on 
the Arabs. 

“Add to this the work of the social- 
ists, less important than in Italy, but 
still effective, and the hatred of the 
peasants for the war.

“For many other reasons Caillaux 
saw an obvious necessity—that France 
and Italy must he united hy indis- 
soluble bonds of sincere friendship 
and unshakable solidarity, beth now 
and after the war, and he urged that 
it was desirable to bring Spain into 
the Latin League. 

SPAIN AGAINST 
THE ALLIES 

“ ‘Spain is pro-Germen,’ I remarked. 
‘The King of Spain has stated: 
“Those favorable to the Entente in 

“Spain comprises only myself and 
the rabble.’” 

“T have it,’ Caillaux replied. ‘1 
have expressed one wish: The all- 
important thing is a clage and _Iecy- 
al union of our two countries. We 
shall easily come to an agreement, 
even in regard to custom questions. 
We produce commodities that Italy 
doés not, and Italy produces commod- 
ities. that we do not. There are only two 
real questions, two common products 
—silk and wine. These are not in- 
soluble problems when paramount in- 
terests demand their solution.’ 

“*That is all very well,’ I rejoined, 
‘but let us come back to the question 
of peace. What about Englané? 
We are bound to England by the pact 
of London.’ (The Treaty of London 
signed April 26, 1915, by England, 
France, Italy and Russia, according 
to the terms of which Italy declared 
war on Austria-Hungary on the 23d 
of the following May.) 


“England, (said Caillaux) when she 
has obtained the reconstruction of 
Belgium, will accommodate herself 
to make peace. The submarines are 
destroying her merchant marine. 
Moreover, among the English people 
also are many, evén innumerable, op- 
ponents of the war. I do not over- 
look the fact, however, that if Germa- 
ny demands the return of her colo 
nies England neither would nor could 
consent.” 

“*And Russia?’ 

“Russia (said Caillaux) will have to 
pay. She hae lost Poland. As to 
giving her Constantinople, would 
either you or ourselvés agree to that? 
(This was before the Russian revolw- 
tion, March 14, 1917, and the bolshe- 
vist coup d’ etat, November 7, 1917,) 

“We have promised it to her.’ 

“That promise is older than you 
think,” said Caillaux. “It was made 
by M. Poincare when he went to Pe- 
trograd as premier. He aimed at be- 
coming president of the republic, and, 
to insure his success, he wanted the 
Wotes of the right ip the chamber. 
M. Isvolsky, the Russian ambassador 
to Paris, had the power of securing 
these votes for him. I need not say 
anything more.” 

(Note—A highly placed French po- 
litical personage, fully a€quainted 
with all the negotiations before and 
during the war, has declared the state- 
ment in regard to President Poincare 
to be groundless. The assertion had 
heen spread broadcast in the chamber 
during the first years of the war. 
“It was the work of M, Caillaux,” 
says Le Matin, “who cafried on a sys- 
tematic campaign against the presi- 
dent of the republic. M. Poincare 
never at any time promised Constan- 
tinople to Russia, but supported a 
contrary policy when he was at the 
Quai d’ Orsay. The foreign affairs 
commissions of the two chambers 
have long agu been well informed on 
the subject, and not one word of truth 
remained in this assertion of M. Cail 
laux.”) 

Referring to M.. Poincare, I asked, 
“is it true that he is unpopular in 
France?” 

“‘Unpopular” (said Callaux), “Say, 
rather, detested.” 

“‘and what do you foresee ‘n re- 


gard to the ministerial situation?” 
“I foresee a coming crisis. Briand 


(then premier) has lost all authority. 
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He is not a man who looks far ahead. 
he looks for momentary, immediate 
successes and does not bother about 
anything else. It was he more than 
anybody who pushed Rumania“ into 
the conflict without taking into con- 
sideration the necessary help, in the 
absence of which it is easy to fore- 
see all that happened. This time also 
he has sought parliamentary sucéess 
without considering the consequences 
of his false and premature steps. 

“If Briand fails France has only 
three possible premiers—Clemenceau, 
Caillaux and Barthou. Barthou 1s 
practically impossible, because he has 
thrown himself into the arms of the 
reactionary clericals. During the first 
year of the war the clericals appeared 
likely to enable Barthou to triumph. 
At the beginning of the present yedr 
these forces began to decline, And for 
some months have become very weak 
and are now certainly impotent. 

“Not Barthou, therefore. For Cail- 
laux the ttme is not yet come. There 
remains only Clemenceau.” (Mr, 
Clenenceau became premier Novem- 
ber 138, 1917.) 

“But it is impossible to reconéile 
Clemenceau as premier with Poincarg 
as president of the republic?’ 

That is precisely the question which 
must be asked (said Cgillaux). If 
things turn out as appears — likely, 
either Clemenceau or Poincare will go. 
For this reason I doubt whether the 
next ministry will be a Clemenceau 
cabinet, and for want of anything bet- 
ter we shail have a Painleve cabinet 
(M. Painleve became premier tn Sep 
tember, 1917, having succeeded M. 
Briand in the preceding March), with 
a program of war to the death, whith 


will make the great spring offensive, — 


after which will come the ministry 
which will make the arrangement for 
peace. 

“As I remained silent for some min- 
utes after this declaration Caillaux 
asked me what I was thinking about. 

“‘About your certitude as to peace 
—FEngland—Russia.’ 

“I repeat (said Caillaux), England 
will consent. Lloyd-George will make 
another great effoft. Asquith is in 
reserve, watching events. As to Rus- 
sia, she will turn herself toward Asia 
when she has conquered the revolu- 
tion, which everybody, iicluding the 
Russian government, expects. In any 
case, nobody can be asked to do the 
impossible. 

“we are exhausted, and nobody can 
insist on our continuing the struggle 
when we lack men and materials, and 
the only result will be useless massa- 
cres.” 

Caillaux finally became so boi@ in 
his pacifist propaganda in Italy, that 
M. Cainille Barrere, the I'rench am- 
hassador at Rome, deemed it his duty 
to make a special report to the min- 
ister of foreign affairs in Paris. Some 
of Caillaux’s stetements to the Italians 
were found to be so anti-English, so 
proGermen, so pregnant with defeat- 
ism of the most perfidious sort, that 
the embassies of all the allics at Rome 
were notified. As a r_sult Italy was 
about to ask him to leave the coun- 
try, when suddenly he learned that his 
operations had become known to the 
French government, and hurried 
home. 

After Caillaux was safely back in 
Paris, the French foreign office ob 
tained fuller reports concerning Yages- 
hen Pacha, the Oriental associate of 
Cavallini. Yageghen had beefi arrest- 
ed in Italy, but released because of 
protests that his territorial rights had 
been violated. Amo ¢ the papers of 
Yaggben was the copy >f a letter to 
Cavallini, saying: | 

“Briefly speaking, we should do here 
the work which should have been done 
in France. We have all the necessary 
elements and I can assure you that, 
as soon as the moment shall arrive, 
we will be able to provoke demonstra- 


tions in all cities.”

Plans were made by the com- 
mittee + charge, composed of repre- 
sentativés from the popular organiza- 
tions of the town, to erect at an early 
date, a large hall or building. as a 
memorial of the centennial. The hall 
is to have several compartments, and 
one of these is to be a large auditori- 
um, or public meeting place, which will 
be named in honor of Governor Ra- 


bun. Another one of the rooms is to 
be dedicated to the honor of the dead 
heroes of the world war, and another 


to the returned soldiers. 

A feature—a striking fsature—of the 
centennial exercises was the presence 
of the legion composed of the return- 
ed soldiers of the world war. All of 
the members are native and to the 
manner born, and presented a picture 
of veterans of the Mexican war, 1861, 
and the recent war and all descendants 
of the Revolutionary war; all mixing 
and mingling together as one family. 
[t is doubtful if such a scene could be 
witnessed in any community today 
outside Rabun cou. ty. 

During the day of the centennial. 
old men were recounting incidents of 
1776 that had been related to them 
by their parents. It was not an un- 
usual event of the day to hear some 
grandma tell the story as told to her 
how Jackson ran the British from 
New Orleans. One patriarch with 
glowing face and fire yet in his eyes 
related to groups how his father haa 
fought the Mexicans with Houston,at 
the Alamo. 

As for the Civil war, why, real ac- 
tors were present at the centennial, 
telling voungest soldiers of the world 
war what real fighting was. One old 
veteran remarked, “why, you boys— 
just one of you boys had more clothes 
than was possessed by all the men 
in our company; and as for rations, 
you boys had more in one month than 
we had during the whole year.” And 
Aunt Callie York, now sixty-four years 
old, tells of the hardships endured by 
the people of the mountains during 
the civil war. Get the picture now: 
Here are the veterans of the wars, 
men, women and children of descen- 
dants, and all natives. All American 
one hundred years and more. Can 
this be duplicated—this picture? 

No, there wére no decorations at 
this centennial; but patriotism,’Amer- 
icanism was there in abundance. A 
glow of pride was on the fice of all 
those people gathered in that little 
town of Clayton, to do honor to thei: 
forbears. Not a citizen in all the 
county but knew and felt that it was 
his celebration. 

The events of the day and all the 
incidents will live in the memory of 
those present, nd willrepeat the story 
to their children and their children’s 
children, and bid each before they 
pass away fo tell it that the greatness 
of Rabun county and its people might 
be known to the:a forever.

A tiny boy returned four 
or five times to the children’s hospi- 
tal, where I am interested, each time 
suffering from malnutrition. His 
body was in a fearful state of waste, 
already ravaged by the germs of tu- 
berculosis, which feed on such re- 
sistless material. The boy’s mother 
was Italian #0 I will cal! him Tory. 
Tony’s menu consisted entirely‘ of 
bananas. There were twelve more 
children, brothers and _ “sisters of 
Tony. His father had been sent away 
to war. 

“The government allowed the 
mother $12 a month for the support 
of the family. So Tony ate bananas. 
Four or five times we fed him up, 
conditioned him,e got his little stom- 
ach back to its natural roundness of 
youth. Eventually we placed him 
beyond the reach of those deadly ba- 
nanias Poor little chap. I suppose 
he'll never want to see a banana gain 
as long as he lives. 

“Do you expect Tony’s brothers and 
sisters to grow up into 100 per cent 
ricans-—-on bananas?” 
Ilarriman was asked how she 
expects to reach into the homes.

TWO PATRIOT 
RIVALS. 


A tragic rivalry existed 
these two men, Kerensky and Korni- 
loff, the patriotism of neither of whom 
could be questioned. Korniloff cared 
for the saving of Russia and cared only 
for the revolution as a means to the 
rreat end. Kerensky was the “chief 
speaker of the revolution,” Korniloft 
the impetuous leader of troops. Ke- 
rensky had allowed the soviets to 
democratize the army by reducing 
‘he officer to the ideas and status of 
common soldier. Korniloff haa 
another idea of democracy in the 
army, he had made his Souvarof di- 
vision an unparalleled “corps d’elite,” 
not by bringing down the officer to 
the level of the soldier, but by raising 
the morale and brain quality of the 
soldier to that of the officer. The 
two men, the one trained as a lawyer, 
the other cavalry general, the 
one in his dictator's chair, the other 
in the stirrup of his horse, each in- 
tent upon the salvation of Russia, 
faced one another. 

Kerensky refused the three points 
of Korniloff’s ultimatum. In an all- 
night session of the ministry, one by 
one the chiefs of the government re- 
signed, By morning Kerensky re- 
mained alone, arbiter of Russia. He 
branded Korniloff as a traitor and an 
outlaw, and put him and the officers 
who tock his part in Bukhoff prison. 

But the quick movement of Korni- 
life was not halted by the 
prison. The Bukhoff fortress was, 
upon alternate days, guarded by the 
George cavaliers, wno were tavor 
able to. Kerensky. But there was a 
regiment of Cossacks recruited in the 
cases of the Trans-Caucasus, from the 
plains. of Azerbaijan, to whom Korni- 
loft’ was like a god. On a night that 
the St. George cavaliers were on duty

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On the evening of February 9%, the 
entity that will be known to history 
as the “Volunteer Army” is born. lt 
is no longer to remain in the quasi- 
retirement of organizction. Forced to 
evacuate Rostov by the threat of an 
nihilation at the hands of superior 
numbers, it takes the field. There is 
but one road to security, the road to 
the territory of the Kuban Cossacks, 
which is not yet in the control of the 
bolshevists. 

At 5 o'clock of the winter evening 
Korniloff’s staff gathers at Paramo- 
nov’s house. Each carries his bag, kis 
bedding, his weapons and his staff for 
the journey. They do not know their 
destination further than Olginskaia, 
eighteen miles—beyond that point is 
uncertainty. They leave a wealthy, 
comfortable city for the inhospitable 
prairie. Thev are entering treacheries, 
privations and pains. Without sup- 
plies, provisions, medical corps or an 
5. O. S. they tramp away. And when 
the lignts of the city fade behind 
them, the Volunteer Army in e@x- 
istence, as an operating unit—an army 
as large as a regiment. 

Whatever may be. their deficienctes 
ot material, I,defy anyone to name an

mediate necessities. A council of war 
is held to determine upon their des- 
tination. The Cossacks of the Kuban 
have not-been touched with revolu- 
tionism to the same degree as the 
Cossacks of the Don. It is a rich 
land, the Circassian mountaineers are 
pronounced. counter-bolshevists, and 
there is the likelihood that new units 
may be recruited. It is agreed to 
make Ekaterinodar, the capital of the 
Kuban government, the objective of 
the campaign. This city is two hun- 
dred miles away. It requires stout 
carts and a Korniloff fatalism_ to 
undertake this march in the depth 
of a Russian winter. The problems 
of food, ammunition and of care for 
the wounded cannot be solved in ad- 
vance, they must simply be borne, 
a day at a time. The enemy oppose 
their progress. Each day there is 
advance guard and rear guard action. 
The wounded cannot be left behind, 
as there is no base where they can 
be treated, neither can they be aban- 
doned to the savagery of the guer- 
rila bands. The number of the dis- 
abled keeps increasing, and the am- 
bulance carts are placed in the mid- 
die of the column for simultaneous 
protection on all four sides. ‘Fhe 
wounded soon occupy one thousand 
carts and the train is three versts 
in length. The route lies through 
mud, swamp and. snow, .and the 
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new its stores. Such exploits .are 
demonstrations of pure nerve—and 
incomparable morale. 

By march the volunteers are fifty 
tniles. from Ekaterinodar, laboring 
across the steppe, repelling daily at- 
tacks, sustained by the visions of 
their welcome in the Kuban capital. 
They receive a shock which Korn? 
loft’s magnetism can barely counter. 
News is brought that Ekaterino- 
dar has surrendered to the _ bolshe- 
viks and that the Kuban govern- 
ment has fled to the mountains. The 
volunteers have been two months on 
the road, without adequate food, by 
day and by night the object of the 
attack. They are worn to the thin 
edge of their strength. The fall of 
Ekaterinodar blasts the remnant of 
their optimism. It results also in 
a change of campaign. The only 
Sanctuary now open to them is the 
foothills of the Caucasus, the valleys 
of the anti-bolshevik mountaineers, 
to the southeast of Ekaterinodar, to- 
ward Est-Labinskaia. By this ma- 
neuver, the army is rescued from the 
danger into which the surrender of 
I’katerinodar places it. 

The taking of Novo-Dmitriyeyskaia, 
a village which the united force’ pres- 
ently occupy, will remind Americans 


of Washington’s crossing of the Dela- 


ware and his surprise of the Hessians 
at Trenton.

DEATH. 

Betore daylight on April 1-the fates 
strike the little army an irretrievable 
blow. Korniloff is killed. A shell ex- 
plodes in his bedroom. His headquar- 
ters are located at The Farm, an em1- 
nence outside Ekaterinodar which 
gives a panorama of the city. The 
adobe house has been an obvious ar- 
tillery target, but Korniloff could nou 
be persuaded to move his quarters. 
There is in him a strain of fatalism. 
Years before a gypsy soothsayer has 
predicted that he will die at 63—and 
he has accepted her words as gospel, 
giving no thought thereafter to death, 
exposure or pain, his mind being fixed 
upon the rigid fact that nothing can 
kill him before he attains the age of 
65. No one will believe that he is 
dead. The Cossacks refuse to- put the 
desolate fact into words, simply point-

and at his mun Who is 
one of the two or three hypnotic com- 
manders developed during the whole 
course of the great war. Generals who 
have formerly commanded armies 
are commanding companies. I' 
is an army of officers, of intellectuals, 
who fall in behind Alexiev and Kor 
niloff. The gun on shouider of 
ach reduces ali to high equality. 

In the column marches the Korni- 
loff shock regiment, which was form- 
ed in June, 191;, at Korniloft's instiga 
tion, as a protest against the whole.

KORNILOFF'’S 
COURAGE. 

With this Serbfan Cossack, Korni- 
courage verges on folly. His 
blithe temerity is even the cause of 
disaster. He is not made for the tena- 
cious, slow, trench warfare. It is the 
grain of madness which character- 
izes his action which is just the nec- 
essary thing to dissipate the hesita- 
tions of those who reason too much. 
During the lifetime of this man 
twenty thousand officers who loved 
him paid for their constancy 
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well 
with their lives.

ment under General Markov is lead- 
ing. From morning till night a drench- 
ing rain has fallen, and the volunteery 
have traveled twelve miles across 
swampy ground, knee deep in water. 
In the afternoon an icy wind arises. 
Their clothing hardens with ice. Men 
cum hardly hold their rifles in their 
hands At 5 p. m. they arrive at the 
southern branch of the Kuban river, 
swollen by the rain and dotted with 
floating ice. As the hali-frozen de- 
tachment halts, their commander, Gen- 
eral Markov, plunges into the stream, 
shouting, “It’s cold, but come along.” 
After him splash the officers, holding 
rifles and ammunition over their 
heads. 

On the whole, however, the advance 

atteuded with severe loss, because 
ci the prodigal use of artillery*by the 
mnemy, the bitter weather, and the 
impossibility of giving medieal care to 
the wounded. From day co day the 
stores must be replenished by plunder. 


The combined army decides upon a 
-rompt attack and advances with con- 
fidence upon Ekaterinodar. With the 
addition of the Kuban Cossacks, the 
volunteers number seven ibousand 
men. The battle opens on Marc 2, 
1918, the army having eight guns and 
seven hundred shells—and just the 
number of troops that Washington 
and Lafayette had to attack Cornwallis 
and Yorktown. During the four days of

ing their fingers to the sky, they re- 
peut, “Korniloff is there.” 

It has heen agreed among the staff 
that in the event of Korniloff’s dis- 
abjlity, Denikin shall, without discus- 
sion, become commander. So great 1s 
the shock of Korniloff’s loss that it is 
useless to continue the attack upon 
Ekaterinodar.. The volunteers are be- 
ing slaughtered. The number of bed- 
wounded amounts to one thousand two 
hundred. In the officers’ regiment, 
twenty-five men remain to a company. 
Denikin’s first act is to extricate the 
remnants of his command and to re- 
reat to the northward. 

After the disasters at Ekaterino- 
dar, the most practical road open to 
the Volunteers was to the northeast, 
toward Stavoropol. Safely an oppor- 
tunity to reorganize awaited them on 
the Kalmuck and Astrakhan steppes. 
The revolutionaries conducted their 
operations along the railroad lines, 
where, with little labor or peril, their 
armed trains could carry them, and 
where their artillery could be em- 
ployed with a minimum of effort. 

The first railway was crossed at 
Medvidinskaia, the convoy passing in 
safety while General Markoy stood at 
the station telephone, impersonating 
the bolshevik guard and giving false 
information: the second line was 
crossed at Zhuravskaia, puon a star- 
less night, General Erdeli’s cavalry 
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making a decoy attack which drew 
the armored trains to a distant point; 
the third railway, at Tikhoretsk— 
Kavkaskaia, was crossed while the, 
station watchman, with a pistol at his 
head, kept repeating over the wire, 
“All is well; no sign of the Korniloff- 
ski.” The sound of the drivers whip- 
ping their horses was almost audible 
through the telephone upon that night 
of April 7. 


The ordeal of the “Icy March” was 
now passed. Spring weather was at 
han@ ‘The wounded could be left be- 
hind in friendly settlements to cone 
valesce. With the retreating Volun- 
teers marched the members of the 
Rada or elective assembly of the Ku- 
ban Cossacks, who urged ahle-bodied 
men to enlist. Through their official 
conscription hundreds of recrurits 
were added. Everywhere were evi- 
dences that the peasants and Cos- 
sacks were tired of bolshevik mise 
rule, that they had discovered that 
the glib promises of the profession- 
al agitators were impossible of ful- 
filment. An emphatic proof that the 
tide had turned was given on April 
14, when a band of Don Cossacks 
presented themselves, representing 
fourteen villages, who, offered co-op- 
eration with the Korniloffski, ang 
begged support in driving the already 
hated administration from _ their 
homes, — 


Astonfshing news reached the Vol- 
unteeys when first they made a cone 
nection with the telegraph; that there 
had been a counter revolution in Tag- 
anrog, Rostoy and Novorsherkassk; 
that there was everywhere a precipi- 
tate retreat of the reds: that South 
Russia was in the grip of the mailed: 
fist of Germany; that the disgrace of 
the Bresk-Litovsk treaty had been per- 
petrated The new gettman of the 
Don, who had been placed in power 
by Germany, invited Denikin to co- 
operate with him against the bolshe- 
viks, but, however tempting this offer 
seemed from a material standpoint, {ft 
would have meant a partnership with 
Germany. Denikin, after consultation 
with his staff, refused. It should be 
said to the prestige of the Volunteer 
army, that they, despite tempting of- 
fers, did not then nor afterwards treat- 
with Germany. . 


DENIKIN MAKES 
PLANS. 


Denikin accepted the offers of sup 
port from the now sobered Cossacks 
of both the north and the south prov- 
inces, and chose the alternative of a 
return campaign to free the Kuban. 


Alexiev and Denikin worked ine 
tensely preparing for the new move 
ment, being at their desks in Metche 
tinskaia before daylight and seldom 
quitting until midnight. They ac 
cumulated supplies to equip and dril! 
the patriots who thronged from all 
the provinces of Russia. Armored 
cars, motors, the machinery of war, 
item by item were acquired. Two 
thousand men arrived in a body, un- 
der Colonel Drozodowsky, hauling 
eight guns, who had marched 1,260 
miles from Rumania to throw in their 
lot with those who perpetuated the 
tradition of Korniloff.. The chiefs 
breathed easier, the peak of the 
storm had been weathered. The con- 
tinuance of the army was assured. 

By June, 1918, they had 12,000 men: 
by October, 1,000,000, holding a front 
of 240 miles. Alexiev had moved back 


to Novocherkassk, his original base, 


and his agents collected funds, énroll- 
ed recruits, purchased supplies, under 
the eyes of bolshevists and Germans, 
Alexiev and Denikin consistently de- 
fused to enter into relations wth Ger. 
many. 

The second march upon Ekaterino- 
dar was launched in July. with the 
stern determination to avenge Kore 
niloff’s death. After a three-days’ 
battle, the town capitulated. Alexiev 
entered the city, and in the voice 
which seldom betrayed emotion, 
thanked the troops for their brilliant 
and heroic devotion. He stood in the 
cathedral square, facing the building 
in which has been established the 
permanent hospital of the American 
Red Cross for the Caucasus. 


The war was not over, there were 
daily severe engagements, but the vol- 
unteers had won recognition gs the 
hope of Russia; they had a growing 


number of troops, they had communi-. 


cation with the markets of the world, 
they had diplomatic representatives at 
foreign capitals. 

On September 25 General Alexiev 
died, hig death being the direct result 
of exposure and overwork. He did not 
live to hear the news of the success of 
the allies, as the collapse of Bulgaria 
occurred the day following his death. 
Romanoffsky was promoted to be Den- 
ikin’s. chief of staff, and General Dia- 
gomirov, and later General Lukome*y, 
was president of the council which 
was formed to handle the question of 
civilian government in the territory 
which should be taken by the volun- 
teers. A ministry was initiated, which, 
as its title indicates, was of a tem- 
porary nature. 

There may be those who inquire 
whether the writing and publication 
of a narrative such as this tale of the 
Korniloff Volunteers, properly belongs 
within the function of a relief society 
like the American’Red Cross. But the 
Red Cross is more than a distributor 
of emergency relief. It is a promoter 
of international good-will. It f& a 
world market of magnanimity. There 
are millions of alien and withdrawn 
people today whose only personal 
knowledge of America has been gained 
through contact with some agent of 
the American Red Cross. There are 
remote lands whose entire estimate of 
the United States is based upon the 
conduct and ald of those who came as 
representatives of our mobilized na- 
tional heart. America has touched 
them in their hour of final necessity, 
and the touch will never be forgotten. 
Because of this touch the word 
“America” will forever stir a sentiment 


of regard.

year later she spent the holiday sea- 
gon in a city several hundred miles 
distant and there met a young man 
whom she had known as a youth. 

The message was his; he claimed it 
word for word, name for name, event 


for event. Within the months after 
the medium had delivered it to tie 
psychist the prophecies made had been 
fulfilled and the young man was able 
to verify every smallest cetail. 

This is only one of numerous incl- 
dents that would seem to prove that 
communication with the hidden world 
is over delicate invisible wires that 
often become crossed and until sci- 
ence has made communication more 
accurate there will be innumerable 
scoffings and disappointments and 
heartaches. 

Many people who are afraid of me- 
diums experiment with ouija boards. 
Since the war the sale of ouija boards 
and the popularity of ouija seances has 
increased unbelievably. But because 
it is sold in a toy shop the ouija is 
regarded as a child’s plaything, and if 
it is indulged in by an adult it is gen- 
erally accompanied by scoffing laugh- 
ing and faking. 

But the puija, says the American 
Society aa apeliaal Research, is not 
a toy, but an instrument. It can be 
handled with great success if it is 
treated seriously and scientifically. In 
fact, some people who have no suc- 
cess in spiritual communication 
through mediums, or with automatic 
writings, are enabled to gain much in- 
formation through the ouija board. It 
may be attended by dangers, however, 
as it places the operator at the mercy 
of any strolling spirit who is out fora 
good time, so to speak. It is the 
Spirit’s easiest method of communicat- 
ing with the earth, and if he is inclined 
co frivolity or amusement he may 
seize the opportunity to “kid’’ mortals 
with fake information about the hid- 
den world. 

Automatic writing, like table tap- 
ping, and other “spooky” experiments 
which are frequently employed with 
as playful an objective as pinning the 
tail on the donkey at a children’s par- 
ty ig really of inestimable value as a 
means of psychic communication, pro- 
vided it is treated seriously and with- 
out levity. 

The American Society for Psychical 
Research has arranged a list of rules 
to be followed by those who actually 
wish to communicate with spirits. A 
few of these are as follows: 

1. Provide paper or pads in which 
the sheets are consecutively number: 
ed and date each effort carefully. 

2. It is better to have a friend pres- 
ent who may supervise the mechanical 
act sof removing the sheets after the 
writing. 

3. In some cases the tiind should be 
passive and in others it may be oc- 
cupied by reading a book or paper, 
but always the hand should be in a 
position for writing and the mind un- 


concerned about wnat the hand is do- 
ing. 

4. Do not approach the work with 
any levity or mere curiosity. Have 
a serious purpose, though not un- 
duly, solemn. Joking and _ giggling 
should be absolutely eliminated. A 
brief invocation, audible or silent, 
may be propitious and never harm- 
ful. In any case a serious, earnest 
or reverent spirit will be helpful, if 
not necessary. 

5. At first it is better not to look 
at the pencil making efforts to write, 
though, if looking at it improves legi- 
bility, this may be done until correct 
muscular habits are formed and es- 
tablished. An occasional or casual 
remark is not forbidden, but there 
should not be animated or steady 
conversation. 

6. Several trials may have to be 
made before writing occurs. Wait 
patiently until it does come. It may 
be mere scrawls at first and then not 
clear or legible, so that you will have 
to be content with slow progress. 

Though warning is given of the dan- 
gers that lie in trying to pierce the 
veil that shrouds the hidden world, 
psychic research is not believed to be 
harmful if it is indulged in modera- 
tion. Too intense thinking, too zeal- 
ous experimentation, too complete 
surrender to hidden forces will have 
a mentally unbalancing effect just as 
a similar indulgence in any other 
practice. 

But the tendency to produce in- 
sanity against which the uninitiated 
warn is scarcely more actual than 
that of any other mental strain. And, 
indeed, since psychic treatment is 
given for insanity, it seems scarcely 
logical to suppose that danger lurks 
in the folds of the mystic curtain that 
veils the secret doorway to the hid- 
den world. However, no more than 
half an hour at a stretch should be 
given to a_seance with medium or 
oulja board. 

For the uninitiated, the rules of 
conduct for a scientific seance are 
immensely interesting and instructive, 
and the American Society for Physi- 
cal Research has prepared the follow- 
ing set: 

1], Use an assumed name until you 
have secured good evidence. Go 
alone. 

2. Be prepared with several sharp, 
soft lead pencils and a thick pad or 
note book whose leaves you can turn 
without noise. Take verbatim notes, 
if possible. Include your own re- 
marks or questions in parentheses. 

3. Note down all that is said in the 
language in which it is given, whether 
you understand its meaning or not. 
Later developments often throw light 
on obscure or misunderstrod state- 
ments of the psychic. Do not prune to 
suit, your own judgment at the mo- 
ment. 

1, Speak little. Mention no names 
or personal affairs in conversation 
with the medium at any time. Only 


thus do you preserve the value of that 
evidence of identity you receive from 
communicators. 

5. When asked a question by thé 
psychic, respond noncommittally. 
Give no unnecessary inofrmation. It 
confuses the medium and the com- 
municators to have you do so. Parry 


with a counter question or a word of - 


encouragement to draw oat the reason 
for the medium’s inquiry. Show your- 
self courteous and interested. If you 
do not understand the meaning of 
what is asked you say so In a way to 
lead the communicators to explain 
further. In short, treat the matter 
with the open-minded courtesy you 
you would show to a long distance in- 
quirer by telephone, trying to intro- 
duce himself or herself to you. 

6..When a correct fact is given, 
tending to identify the communicator, 
recognize it frankly and express your 
gratification, but do not state its 
bearings. More may come sponta 
neously. Do not spoil evidence by 
gratuitous information. 

7. When you do not understand a 
reference, do not deny its pertinence, 
but make a note of it and try to find 
out’ the meaning later. It is often 
thus that the best identifications are 
obtained.

Recalling the past 
naturally brings up is memory of a 
last illness, failing health, or the like. 
State that you know why the psychic 
reacts in such a way, and that it need 
not continue, as the physical suffer- 
ing is over now—and it will pass in a 
short time. Communicators are not 
always aware of the effect they are 
‘producing until we note it in this 
manner in the seance. 

9. Do not touch the medium while 
he or she is at work. The shock 
may disturb the work. If you wish 
to hand him or her an article to hold 
in identification of some communt- 
cator, have it carefully wrapped to 
hide its character, and when you 
place it in his or her lap state that 
you are about to do so, thus prepar- 
ing the guide for the sensation. 

10. Do not move about the room 
during the seance. Sit still and be 
juict and wait for the seance to end 
itself. Do not shake or try to rousé 
the medium The guides will see to 
closing the seance at the proper time. 

11. After the seance do not repeat 
what the medium sald, while in trance 
or while at work, saying that this or 
that was the case in your family, etc. 
State your satisfaction at having 
heard a number of facts you could 
recognize, but do not discuss them. 
Be grateful, rot garrulous.
